“It's a matter of 
insurance,” he declared. “The finan­ 
cial loss would be secondary to the 
economic loss if something should 
happen to the bridge. ’Therefore we 
should insure ourselves by getting 
the opinion of the best engineers in 
the country that the bridge ia as 
safe as we can make it.”

San Rafael 
Is Flooded 
By High Tide 


Several home O'wners In Marin, 
experiencing the results of yester­ 
day’s high tide and light rainfall, 
today locked their doors and head­ 
ed for dry section of the county. 
Greatest damage was felt in the 
area along San Rafael Bay. 
Railroad avenue, running east and 
north from San Quentin Wye was 
flooded late yesterday afternoon fol­ 
lowing the 6.8 foot tide. Homes 
along the road and in the section 
were evacuated when, in some cases, 
more than two feet of water covered 
the floors in the rooms. 
.Another high tide, reported to' 
reach 6.4 feet, hit Marin shortly 
after noon today. 
Moreover, officials of the weather 
department predicted light and in­ 
termittent showers for the weekend. 
During the high tide yesterday 
afternoon w'ater from San Rafael 
Bay lapped over the banks and 
and gradually covered the road until 
near nightfall when traffic was 
halted by the Impassable waters. 
In many areas the location of the 
road was discernible only by the 
^.telephone poles on one side and the 
fence posts on the other side of the 
thoroughfare. 
Men and women who had left 
their homes along the road in the 
morning were forced to park their 
autos near San Quentin Wye and 
wait for relatives and neighbors to 
bring high rubber boots for them 
to wear. 
, 
Clyde Tynes, who makes his Mbme 
in a small apartment to the rear 
of King Cotton Restaurant returned 
home last night, with the help of 
boots, to find a watery welcome. 
According to his father, W. E. 
Tynss, “the furniture was floating 
in water.” 
In Southern Marin two small 
slides were reported over Golden 
Gate in Belvedere avenue where a 
small amount of ground covered a 
few feet of the street. 
The slides, however, did not inter­ 
fere with traffic, police said. 
An oak tree fell across Bella 
Vista avenue in Belvedere yester­ 
day but it w'as not the result of the 
storm or tide. It fell, police ex­ 
plained, when a large moving van 
passed too closely and pulled it 
down. 
County firemen yesterday helped 
road crews repair a small bridge 
over a creek near Tocaloma. Fire­

ened by strong currents. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, of­ 
ficial U.N. spokesman, said the de­ 
cision to withdraw the demand for 
aerial observation during an armis­ 
tice was made “with the greatest 
reluctance.” 
«MOSV IMPORTANr 
“This is by far the most important 
concession the U.N. command has 
made,” he said. 
Rear Adm. R. E. Libby said the 
Communists “grudgingly” agreed to 
supply Information on all U.N. and 
South Korean soldiers they have 
captured. In return, the U.N. Allies 
will give the Reds further data on 
the list of Red prisoners given the 
Communists Dec. 18. 
The Communist* indicated Satur­ 
day that many of the 50,000 prison­ 
ers the U.N. says the Reds reported 
capturing but failed to list on their 
official prisoner roster were released 
at the front and their names were 
not recorded. Most of the 50,000 were 
South Koreans. 
Libby said the U.N. is not too 
hopeful the Reds will supply m uch, 
additional information “but at least 
we got our foot in the door.” 
’CALCÜLCULATED RISK’ 
Nuckols told correspondents the 
U.N. command decided to take a 
“calculculated risk” that ground in­ 
spection would detect whether the 
Reds were building up military air 
bases in North Korea, 
Truce negotiators already have 
agreed in principle on three points 
of the six-point compromise pro­ 
posal offered Saturday. 
Points 4, 5 and 6 of the Allied 
proposal: 
4. Neither side would “reinforce” 
ground or air forces in Korea.. 
Troops would be rotated “within 
the limits agreed upon by both 
sides.” Neither side would be al­ 
lowed to build or rehabilitate mili­ 
tary airfields, but would be permit­ 
ted to improve a limited number of 
bases for civilian use. And neutral 
supervisors would inspect mutually 
agreed ports of entry to make sure 
n e i t h e r side built up its armed 
strength while an armistice was in 
force. 
EQUAL REPRESENTATIVES 
5. Each side would provide an 
equal number of representatives for 
a military armistice commission re­ 
sponsible for supervision and in­ 
spection. Joint teams would police 
the 
mile wide buffer zone, while 
a supervisory body made up -of rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
neutral 
nations 
would check ports of entry. 
6. Nations acceptable to both 
sides, which have not participated in 
the war would be invited to name 
members of the supervisory group. 
Inspection teams would be allowed 
to use all main lines of communi­ 
cation throughout Korea. 


Illegally Kept 
Game Found In 
Marin Lockers 


Game Warden AI Glddlngs has 
custody of more than 150 ducks and 
several hundred pounds of venison 
today as the Marin district attor­ 
ney’s office begins investigation of 
several 
hunters 
who 
apparently 
kept the game illegally in their 
frozen food lockers. 
Deputy District Attorney W, O. 
Weissich today revealed that on 
Thursday Fish and Game Captain 
Lee Shea, Giddings and five other 
w a r d e n s raided 
locker plants 
throughout the county. 
They found the ducks and veni­ 
son in five lockers. In one there 
were 69 ducks and 84 pounds of un­ 
stamped venison. Another held 48 
ducks and the other three all held 
unstamped deer meat. 
Weissich said law permits posses­ 
sion of only six ducks at one time 
and requires that all deer meat 
must be stamped. 
“We intend to make a full investi­ 
gation of the case,” the district at­ 
torney said, “and if the facts war­ 
rant we will prosecute all violators.” 
He said he has been requested by 
Giddings and Shea to Issue war­ 
rants for the arrest of the hunters, 
but would delay the warrants until 
he has talked with them. 
Attorney for one man has already 
said he would like to talk to Weis­ 
sich and explain his side of the 
matter. Weissich said he would be 
glad to hear from the others.

There’s no doubt about it, people 
still want to live in Marin county. 
And they are coming to Marin just 
as fast as homes can be built for 
them. 
This belief in the benefits of 
Marin as a place to work and live i* 
demonstrated by home construction 
in the unincorporated areas of the

In spite of financial credit con­ 
trols, shortage* of building materials 
due to the war, and occasional bad 
weather, 
home 
builders- started 
about $10.000,000 worth of homes | 
during 1951. 
This figure represents 1,375 liv­ 
ing units, or homes for about 6,000 
new Marin residents. 
County Building Inspector Lester 
Ryan issued permits for a record 
$15,305,708 In construction during 
1951. This Includes both residential 
and commercial building and sets a 
record for the second straight year. 
Last year Ryan approved build­ 
ing construction totalling $12,125,923, 
a record to that time. Previous high 
year was $7,000,000 in 1948. There 
was a slight slump in 1949 when 
only $5,468,000 building work was 
done. 
Ryan predicted the new record 
last year when he said: “If ma­ 
terials are available weTI certainly 
get more building in 1951.” 
Contractors apparently were able 
to find materials some way or 
another, for they continued to put 
up homes, tnd other residential 
units. 
Commercial construction last year 
slumped slightly, as expected. Steel, 
the building material hardest to get, 
is used heavily in almost all com­ 
mercial buildings. No steel, no com­ 
mercial building.

SDITOkiAL COMMENT 
Supervisors Shoulc^et 
Busy On Courthou^ Plans 


la yatarday'i pajw wc set forth some ideas 
and suggestions anent the county’s need for 
more courthouse office space and how a con­ 
struction program might be financed. 
Today let ui take a look at some of the pit­ 
falls to be avoided. 
First, let’s note for the record that the most 
‘recent addition to the courthouse — the con­ 
struction of a couple of wings and renovation 
of the then existing two buildings-produccd 
sharp criticism from some quarters. In essence, 
the criticism was that the county didn’t get 
enough additional office space for the money 
It spent. 
No good purpose would be scr\ed now by 
reviewing the pros and cons of this contention. 
‘ But it is nevertheless most important that our 
county iuf>er\'isors in any future addition make 
every effort possible to obtain the most office 
space possible, for the money spent. 
The principal pitfall to be avoided, in our 
humble estimation, is the inclination to per­ 
petuate the old-fashioned design of the present 
courthouse. 
Instead of viewing future additions as mere 
extensions of the present buildings, then, the 
designers should, it seems to us, start from 
saatch to lay out a modern office building, 
daigned to house those offices-not now housed 
in the courthouse. To the layman it appears 
obvious that a four-story modern building 
could be erected, no taller than the present 
old-fashioned structure which contains only a 
basement and two principal floors. 
The structure could be built adjacent to the 
present building, either at Fifth and Court 
streets or at Fifth and A streets. And it could 
he joined by covered walkways, (both on the 
ground floor and at upper levels) with the old 
structure. 
It would, of course, have street entrances of 
iu own. And wc will not attempt to minimize 
the design problem of connecting upper floors 
of varying elevations. But this problem is not 
Insurmounuble. In fact, the whole idea is not 
new. It has been done, and proven satisfactory, 


in many insunccs extending back over many 
yean. 
Our own Hall of Records was constructed as 
1 separate building and connected to the old 
courthouse by covered walkways-all of which 
disippeared with the addition of the new wings 
t couple Of yean ago. Only our Hall of Records 
perpetuated the old-fashioned high ceilings and 
oth“^ costly features of the old courthouse. 
Tnere Is, it seems to ui. ample property at 
the present courthouse site, to l^uild all the 
office space Marin’s county government will 
need in the forefccablc future. Some years ago 
In fact, the county footed the bill for prepara­ 
tion of plans for courthouse additions which 
would have been erected along Fourth street 
in front of the older buildings. The plans ap­ 
parently joined others-also paid for by the 
county — on the scrap heap for when an effort 
wu made to retrieve them for study several 
years ago they could not be located. 
Since they still represent a taxpayers’ invest-

ment, the supervisors would do well to try 
again to locate all previous, unused plans and 
sec what, if any, use of them can be made 
now. At least they could be studied for some 
ideas on what can be done to alleviate the 
present intolerable situation. 


The need for more courthouse space has been 
facing our county supervisors ever since before 
the end of World War II. In the years since 
the end of the war they have sort of •‘nibbled 
around the edge” of the problem from time to 
time, but never have been able to devise a 
conaete plan of action for solving the whole 
problem and then set about the business of 
carrying out the plan. 


Let UI hope that, along with a lot oí other 
"unfinished business” which has been dragging 
along for yean without solution, this courihousc 
office space problem will be solved in 1952.

**Wlnstoii Is going to liave to 
pull aome sort of rabbit out of 
his hat when he goes to Washing­ 
ton.** This remark, or something 
like it, is often heard in the Inner 
Tory circle in London. 
To understand why Prime Mini­ 
ster Churchill so badly needs a 
rabbit in his oddly shaped hat, 
it Is only necessary to consider the 
circuinstinces in which he is mak­ 
ing this latest in a series of his-' 
toric journeys to the United States. 
His country is. of oouisc, again 
in a desperate economic plight. 
Ih cold statistical terms, this is 
the most serious British economic 
crisis yet. The loss of gold and 
dollar reserves in the last four 
months of this year is likely to 
top the billion dollar mark. This 
aidounts to a sort of economic 
hemorrhage. Somehow this out­ 
flow of the British economic life­ 
blood—the margin of safety on 
which the whole vsst sterling area 
operates—must be stopped. 


T IT CHURCHILL Wn.L ar­ 
rive in Washington well knowing 
that by now the recurrent British 
economic crises are a very old 
story in the United SUtes. The 
wolf which has been gnawing at 
the B r i t i sh door, and which 
seemed about to gnaw through the 
door in 1947, 1949, and again now, 
has been a very real wolf indeed. 
But even when the wolf is per­ 
fectly real, the cry “wolf, wolf,** 
However, the major recommendations, which 
too often repeated, tends to lose 
u’ould cause a further saving of 13,500,000,000 
a year, are still stalled in various Congressional 
committees. And it is in the direct personal 
interest of every American who hu an income 
and pays a tax to sec to it that Congress passes 
the necessary legislation when it convenes 
again. 


None o! the Hoover proposals would in any 
way reduce government services. The great bulk 
of them would simply eliminate costly and 
totally useless duplication between bureaus. As 
an example, in one Veterans Administration 
unit, the Hoover Task Force found that there 
were 24 supervisors for 25 employees. A farmer 
wrote \he Department of Agriculture for ad­ 
vice on a farming problem—and received five 
different replies, each of which recommended 
different procedures! This sort of thing is 
rampant in the whole sprawiing government 
structure, and the resulting waste is tremendous. 


After the Hoover recommcndations-which 
arc concerned only with the administration 
and organization of thegovcrnracnt-aTC passed, 
another big job remains to be done. That is to 
ruthlessly cut off every government activity and 
expenditure which is not directly and un- 
arguably necessary to internal and external 
strength and security, Wc can’t afford political 
luxuries in this üme of super taxes, super 
prices, and super deficits.

NEW YORK —(;P) —Price relief 
for the consumer appears on se­ 
veral fronts today — at the same 
time that pressure increases to 
raise prices on others. 
As an example: the big mall 
order houses are issuing their new 
cataloges 
listing 
many 
sharp 
markdowns in prices — while the 
government decides the^ price of 
sugar Is too low and takes steps 
to boost its price. 


AND THE STEEL COMPANIES 
clamor for higher prices on this 
basic Industrial material, while 
the steelworkers debate tossing the 
entire wage-price hike dispute In­ 
to the government’s lap. 
The law of supply and demand is 
working in the case of steel and of 
the mail order houses. 
In the 
case of sugar it is an artificial 
decision by the government. 
Steel is In great demand, to 
spite of record production. And 
the steel 
companies doubtless 
would have little trouble, finding 
customers for their products even 
if the price goes higher, 
But 
such a price hike would in time 
work its way into many durable 
goods — with a steady pressure 
to keep the cost of living rising. 


The mail order houses are eul- 
tlng prices mostly on soft goods. 
And it’s no secret that they, like 
the rest of the nation’s merchants, 
have large supplies of soft goods 
on hand. A glance at the post- 
Christmas sales ads now appear­ 
ing to the newspapers will show 
that. Price reductions will be the 
order of the day during the com­ 
ing month. 


SEARS. ROEBUCK 18 CUT­ 
TING prices on more than 6,000 
items. Montgomery Ward says Its 
new midwinter book will show 
sharp markdowns.

Insurance Fleecing At 


Hamilton Is Denied 


A charge that Air Force officials 
have permitted servicemen to be 
“fleeced" by insurance agente whose 
companies are not allowed to op­ 
erate in many states was denied 
today by Col. James W. Andrew, 
commanding officer of Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
The charge was Included In a let­ 
ter by Luke J. Kavanaugh, Colora­ 
do Insurance Commissioner, who 
asked congressional investigation of 
policies for allotment premiums sold 
on Air Force bases. 
Kavanaugh said precariously fi­ 
nanced unlicensed companies are 
operating in violation of state laws. 
The com:m:issioner's letter wu-ln. 
response to a letter from Personal 
Affairs officer at Hamilton Air 
Force Base who wrote to Insurance 
commissioners in each state request­ 
ing a list of licensed and unlicensed 
Insurance companies. 
“ . , . We are attempting," the 


officer wrote to Kavanaugh, “to 
compile a list of licensed companies 
SO' that we can give the personnel 
as much assistance as possible in 
this matter (advice regarding com­ 
mercial insurance policies) and to 
protect thpm from, the unlicensed 
agents and insecure companies.. . J 
In answering the charge Col. An­ 
drew explained the purpose of the 
letters to the tosurance 'Commis­ 
sioners was for no other reason than 
to compUe a list of licensed and 
reputable Insurance companies to 
aid personnel. He added; 

The personal affairs officer 
at Hamilton has never made any 
formal complaint or charge against 
any agent or a firm conducting 
business with Hamilton Air Force 
Base personnel.

He was referring In part to the 
fact that in Canada's reactor, ra­ 
dioactive isoto:pes .for use .In m.ed!.- 
cine, agriculture and industrial ap- 
pUcations, can be made “hotter and 
smaller" than in any other reactor. 
That Is, su^perior “taotnesS'" 'Can be 
produced in smaller quantities of 
material. 
Dr. W. Bennett Lewis, director 
of res-earch 'at Cana.da’s Chalk River 
atomic plant, said in another inter­ 
view: 
“A lot of people had doubts about 
heavy water and. everyone will, now 
admit that not enough attention 
was paid to it." 
He did not say whom he meant 
by thO'se who had “doib|s." 
Canada’s first heavy water re­ 
actor—a purely experimental device 
of low power called the “ZEEP”— 
didn’t go into operation until short­ 
ly after the Americans had perfect­ 
ed, and dropped, their first atomic 
bombs on Japan. 
The 'dom.inion’s second, and much 
larger, reactor—called “NRX" for 
“National Research (Council Experi­ 
mentar’—didn't start operating un­ 
til 1947. 
But Canadian scientists say that 
one aspect of the pay-off on their 
wartime side-bet is the finding that 
plutonium can. be produced faS'ter 
from a given amount of uranium in 
a heavy water reactor than in a 
graphite device. 
Canada's present “NRÍC’* can pro-- 
duce only “small quantities" of plu­ 
tonium. And in a larger reactor now 
under construction the Dominion 
does not plan large scale p.rO'd.uC'- 
tion. 
Dr. Lewis told me he feels that 
the American decision to “take the 
plunge on graphite" during the war 
was the correct one. 
Bqt he added that, in the light of 
the Canadian experience with the 
heavy water type, the United States 
“might have leaned a little bit too 
far in the direction of graphite re­ 
actors."

More Money Spent On. Food 
Reflects 1951 High Prices 


NEW YORK (iPV—Americans spent 
mo»' money for food In 1951 than 
ever before. And the food bill seems 
likely to push even higher in the 
coming year. 
OtiT' total ezpe'nditure for food, In­ 
cluding meals eaten at home, In 
restaurants, hotels and hospitals, in 
the armed forces and on farms, is 
eipected to add up to about $56 bil­ 
lion for the year Just ending. 'That’s 
three and a half billion dollars more 
than in 1950. 
Virtually all of this increase Is 
believed to reOect higher prices 
rather than any notable boost in the 
amount of food consumed. 
Retail food prices had climbed to 
a record high near the close of the 
year. The latest government figures 
available show the overall price 
level across the country at the end 
of November was about 5.7 per cent 
above last January. 
M uy Important todividual foo-ds 
rose much more than that, of course. 
A few, like eggs, beef and pork, have 
eased Just recently, but the declines 


have been outweighed by seasonal 
advances In oth'Sr' ttemi^ Ilka fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 
Economists of the Agriculture de­ 
partment don’t look for any big 
Jump¡ :in food prices In, the new year, 
barring unusually bad crop weather 
or other emergencies. But they do 
foresee a slight uptrend for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
Heavi,'er .spending 'for defense will 
mean more Jobs, higher consumer 
incomes, more ending money. At 
the same time, because of sharper 
cutbacks in critical materials, there 
will be fewer durable goods like 
automobiles, 
refrigerators, 
appli­ 
ances. A lot of this extra money Is 
expected to be channeled into food 
buying. Her' capita consum,ption .may 
rise as much as three per cent. 
In addition, the population Is 
growing. And the armed forces are 
expected to need more food In 1952. 
;Fur'ther, 'mar'keting ws'ts are ex­ 
pected to go up some more as wages 
in the food industry edge higher.

Builders Surprised As Nation 
Constructs Million New Homes 


NEW YORK m —For the third 
itralght year more than a million 
new homes and apartments were 
started in the nation in 1951. 
This surprised even the builders, 
whose work was bound about with 
material restrictions, rigid credit 
limits .and in some a,re,as a scarcity 
of mortgage money. 
Starts of new non-farm dwelling 
units approached 1,100,000, exceed­ 
ed. only by the 1,319,000' reported 
for 1950. 
For 1952, most Uidustry analysts 
accept government estimates that 
800.000 to 850.000 units will be start­ 
ed. This is expected to include 
200.000 to 250,000 for defense and 
military housing needs. 
What trends will dominate the 
coming year? 
Here are some predictions: A de­ 
cided upturn in residential remodel- needed 
ing and modernization: cost in­ 
creases ranging to around five per 
cent., S,m'a'ller average .size O'f 
houses, and an improved supply of 
mortgage money. 
Building costs moving slowly up­ 
ward. and & heavy volume of in,- 
dustrial and public construction, 
combined to push total 1951 ex­ 
penditures for all types of new con- 
Btruction to a record of around 30 
billion dollars. 
Federal estimates by the Labor 
and Commerce departments for the 
first 11 
months reported 
such 
spending was running some two 


billion dollars ahead of the 1950 
record. 
Estlmat,ing the to'tal .spent for all 
types of cons'truction activity. In­ 
cluding alterations and repairs, at 
about 37 billion dollars in 1951, 
Harold R. Berlin, vice president of 
Johns-Manville Corp., added, "in, 
physical volume, however, 1951 was 
below the preceding year by around 
5 per cent due to the rise in w-ages 
and prices.” 
'Prank W, Cortright. executive 
vice-president of the 24,000-member 
National Association of Home Build­ 
ers, says "the industry’s number one 
activity in 1952 wi,'ll be .in providing 
necessary 
defense 
and 
military 
housing.” 
The projected 800,000 new homes 
and apartments for 1952, Housing 
Admintetrator Ra.,ymond Foley be­ 
lieves, will be enough to provide 
defense housing, replace 


tom-down dw^ellings and make some 
provision for increases in the total 
number of families. 
But Foley warned that concen­ 
tration on military and defense 
housing will mean less materials 
for other home building. 
'Nearly all analysts of the Indm- 
try expect mortgages will be easier 
to get In coming months. This is 
based in part on a continued high 
.rate of savings deposits. 
.Franklin D. 'Richards, co'mmis- 
sioner of the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration, points out that "amor­ 
tization, payoffs and increased de- 
posi,ts :m.ea.n more available funds.” 
And the publication, Ehgineering 
News-Record, predicts the new tax 
on savings banks may increase 
mortgage lending because "they’ll 
h.ave to have more high-return 
loans to maintain their earnings 
after taxes.”

SANTIAGO, Chile — Mambo, the 
new rhythm which is sweeping tri­ 
umphantly through the continent, 
is being challenged by the "Cueca,” 
Chile's national dance. 
The m an who is waging war on 
the tropical 
d a n c e is 
Enrique 
("Chilote”) Campos, who put in his 
first bit of fancy footwork on the 
"Cueca” some forty-five years ago, 
barefoot, on the hills of Valparaiso, 
Be has roamed the earth on cargo 
ships but 
never flagged in 
his 
allegiance to the folklore of his 
country. Now he is a professional 
entertainer, who sticks to the songs 
and dances th at are traditional in 
Chile. Says he: 
"Folklore holds the four main ele­ 
ments of life—earth, nature, man 
and woman.” 
The "Cueca,” he adds, is eloquent 
of our freedom. Then, he adds, why 
should Chileans dance the "Mam­ 
bo,” which holds such a sense of 
slavery? 
"Folklore identifies people,” says 
Campos. "If you talk to the coal 
miners, the copper workers of Chile, 
about Jean Paul Sartre of the Fifth 
Symphony, they very possibly won’t 
know what it’s all about; but just 
mention a ‘Cueca* or the national 
songs, the plaintive ‘Tonada,’ and 
you’ll see 
them become as en­

The 
‘Cueca’ 
should be taught in all the schools 
and universities and regiments of 
the country.”

liOng Exposure 
The hands, arms, feet, legs, ears 
and nose are the parte usually ex­ 
posed to' extreme cold. Long ex­ 
posure causes a contraction 'Of the 
small blood vesseb that supply these 
parts. There is also m:uch spasm of 
these blood vessels, and the blood 
forms clots. In this, way, frO'Stbitc 
can .d'Cstroy the circulation of a leg 
or arm. The tiss.ues In th e » parts 
may even 'die for lack of bloo'd and 
become gangrenous, a condition that 
'Often makes it necessary to ampu- 
t.ate a foot or arm,. 
The two drugs that have recently 
helped f.ro6,tblte belong to a group 
which prevent the bloo.d from, clot­ 
ting. They are known ,as anticoag­ 
ulants.

PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Ginger Plays Important Part 
In Agriculture Of Nations 


By ALBERT WILSON 
For years Jamaica Mand in the 
Caribbean sea was*Talled “Land 
of Ginger” because from there 
came much of the famous product. 
Now West Africa produces more 
than any other 'Country exceeding 
even India and China. But these 
are not the places of its origin. 
Botanists don’t know really where 
ginger originated. They suspect 
however, the tropical moist forests 
of southeastern Asia. 
MAN HAS HAD GINGER with 
him for aeons and has found many 
uses for this plant. He has always 
used It In medicine. Now he uses 
it in preserves, and cakes, and in 
the manufacture of ginger beer 
and ale. 
This plant has played an im­ 
portant part in the agricultural 
history of many nations. Fields 
have been given over to it espec­ 
ially in climates where rice grows. 
And now in California and Hawaii 
ginger plants are used to decorate 
gardens.

This year ginger is doing very 
well in California. It is only in 
rare years that most of us get our 
ginger to bloom. The reason for 
this is the plant has to grow furi­ 
ously foi nine months before it 
can put out its flowers. And for 
those interested in the ginger com­ 
mercially it takes all this time 
before the rhizome (the fleshy 
root) is ready to harvest. Thus fall 
is upon us and often frost too be­ 
fore the buds can unfold their 
beautiful butterfly-like flowers. 
THE FLOWER OF GINGER is 
at the very top of a long spike. It 
rests as a crown decorated with 
flat pctaled flowers from which 
come a spicy, delicious fragrance. 
Neither the bud nor the flower 
can take a breath of frost. Thus 
in some gardens ginger never 
blooms. This is true of both the 
cream-colored and the pearly 
white forms. 
You can succeed with ginger in 
your garden if you follow these 
simple directions: Select a warm 
place. It doesn’t have to have a 
million hours of blazing sun. In 
fact warm partial shade is appre­ 
ciated by the plant. Your clump 
will throw up more sturdy canes, 
the leaves will be broader, they 
vill be less despoiled by curling 
ectes, the buds will fatten and 
the flowers unfurl better if the 
plant has been given a warm place 
and one which offers partial shade. 
THE ROO'TS SHO'ULD BE dis­ 
turbed only when fully dormant. 
This is necessary only once in 
three years. You know the plant is 
dormant when the leaves turn 
brown and the leaf stalk falls off 
of the rhizome. When this hap­ 
pens you will discover a pinkish 
bud, an eye, which looks exactly 
like a tiny dunce cap riding the 
horizontal rhizome. It Is not wise 
to pull the stalk off, let it fall by 
its own demise. 
Several of these pinkish eyes will 
ride on the long fleshy rhizome. 
Dig up the rhizome, cut it into 
lengths of about one foot. 
Along the under surface of the 
rhizome come the true roots. They

Gladiolus Pretty 
Garden Flowers 
Grown on a commercial basis 
in many parts of California for 
cut flowers, gladiolus have an im­ 
portant place in the home garden, 
both from a standpoint of color 
in the garden and for cut flowers 
for home decoration. 
In most parts of California glad­ 
iolus can be planted from January 
on. By planting bulbs during in­ 
tervals of ten days to two weeks a 
succession of blooms can be ob­ 
tained rather than a lot of blooms 
at one time. 
THE GLADIOLI S ALLOW a 
wide range of choice in both color 
and type of bloom. Flowers are 
either the exhibition formal type, 
the large decorative or informal 
type, the medium decorative or 
informal type, aii'd the small dec­ 
orative or informal type. 
For the most satisfactory blooms 
for the home garden only grades 
one or two should be planted. Gen­ 
erally the No. 1 grade is to be 
preferred as they will produce a 
fine flower spike t.he first year. 
However, in as much as many dif­ 
ferent size bulbs are offered, it 
should be pointed out that the 
smaller grades do not bloom the 
first year and often prove most 
disappointing to the home gar­ 
dener.

GENERAL RULE to follow in 
planting is to plant the bulbs four 
limes their own depth. In heavi^ 
soils bulbs can be set only 
inches deep, while in light 
sandy soil a depth of 4-6 inches ti i 
most satisfactO'Ty. Bulbs are gen- • 
erally planted 4-6 inches aparfc 
It generally takes from 100-136 
days from the time the bulbs 
planted until they bloom. It i» 
well to keep this in mind so thal 
you can decide just about when 
the bulbs will come into btoom 
after being planted.

GLADIOLUS NEED a fairly . 
moist soil In order to grow 
il(fwer well, but the soil .should be 
well drained, and it should be kept i 
moist until the plants come into 
bloom. Frequent irrigation will be 
needed in most parts of California 
until the flowers are matured, and 
naturally will be more frequently 
needed in hot weather, e.speciallf 
as the plants are reaching ma­ 
turity.

After the plants have flowered i 
they should no longer be irrigated, 
but the bulbs should be left in the 
ground until the tops have died 
down over half way, then can bo 
removed and dried for storing dur* 
ing the winter, 


Bring The Outdoors Indoors 
With Potted Variegated Ivies 


are plump, shaped like a long thin 
carrot and are pure white. Along 
the side and on top of the rhizome 
come the larke pink eyes out of 
which shoot up the leaf stalks. 
Prepare the new spot well. Fluff 
up the soil, enrich it with plant 
food. Dairy fert'ilizer, chicken 
manure, or commercial plant foods 
are good. 
Set the rhizome about 18 inches 
away from its neighbor. Make a 
clump in your planting, a triangle 
arrangement is best. Let the eye 
be just flush with ground level. - 
Settle the roots with water. 
DURING THE GROWING sea­ 
son provide the rhizomes with 
plenty of water. Ginger wants 
warmth and water during the 
summer. 
With this attention your plant 
will think this is its long lost home 
in the moist tropical forest in 
southeastern Asia and will grow 
like blazes. 
You can place ginger against a 
wall, near a fence, or even near a 
hedge, for it can take care of itself 
against any privet root. You can 
cluster a clump near a pool, or 
you may grow it in a large box or 
tub.In winter keep the soil on the 
dry side, especially for specimens 
in pO'te or containers. 
I just looked at my ginger a few 
minutes ago. It has been growdng 
there a dozen years. Every leaf 
was clean, every flow’er bud a per­ 
fect cone of folded sheathes and 
every petal a wax-like pearl. There 
wasn’t a bug in sight—well, to be 
honest I did notice a white fly or 
.so hit the airways when I dis­ 
turbed the leaves and examined 
the plant. They had been hiding 
on the broad underside of some of 
the low’er leaves. Why not consider 
a ginger plant for your garden?

There are many Ivies with inter­ 
esting personalities for indoor use 
if you but study the varieties 
caref'ully. To add new interest to 
yom winter garden of house plants 
use some of the variegated ivies. 
One extremely interesting ivy is 
shown in the accompanying Gar­ 
den-Graph. It is Hederá helix 
marginata and has leaves irregu­ 
larly bordered with a creamy 
white, as illustrated. In the fall 
the leaves of this ivy frequently 
become tinged with red or pink. 
The plant can be used as a hang- 
;ing' vine 'Or as a 'Climber. It is 
somewhat slow growing. 
Also shown is a new plant ready 
to be potted, which was easily 
rooted from a tip growth clipped 
from the parent plant. 
A N O T H E R 
INTERESTING 
variegated ivy is Hederá helix 
marmorata. Its leaves are irregu­ 
larly blotched with yellow ish- 
white. H. H. discolor is still another 
ivy the foliage of which is varie­ 
gated. with white. 


Silver Green is an old favorito 
in the ivy iamily. Its leaves mm 
w'hite and green, and set far apart 
These vines are not as graceful as 
other types and assume twisted 
forms when grown in the house. 
Poor soil helps to bring out the 
variegated coloring of the leaves. 
THE CHIEF DIFFICULTY with 
growing ivy in the house is lack of 
water—on the soil and under and 
over the foliage. Most people water 
their ivy plants one day and then 
forget about them. When they re­ 
member it a week later the plant 
is dying but they do not recognize 
the symptoms- The leaves are sWll 
green so they water it. forget It 
for another week and so on.

Above all, 1951 was the year of 
the great floods. And it was the 
year in which the San Rafael- 
Richmond bridge was “born” in 
the Legislature and on the draw­ 
ing boards of state engineers. 
IT WAS A YEAR of airplane 
crashes, for at least six military 
personnel died in or near the 
county. Three civilians also died 
in aerial mishaps, one in the na­ 
tion’s second-worst crash of the 
year in the hills of the East Bay. 
What occurred in the first year 
of life of D,aniel Louis Ryan, the 
number one infant of 1951, born 
just 15 minutes too late to be­ 
come an income tax deduction in 
1950 for Mr. and Mrs. Leo Ryan 
of San Rafael’s Bret Harte dis­ 
trict?

across the bridge to Richmond in 
10 or 15 or 25 years from now, he 
can recall that he and the bridge 
were “bom” about the same time. 
THE LEGISLATURE, after be­ 
ing confronted with diversionary 
'tactics by su'pportera of the Reber 
plan, passed a bill to permit state 
flnanc'lng of the toll bridge 'from 
San Quentin to Richmond. The 
method of financing 'which ‘'‘l0''ans” 
$750,000 of state money to the toll 
bridge authority for working plans 
was attacked In court. But in De­ 
cember, a superior court judge in 
Sacramento upheld the financing. 
It looked as if the bridge was to 
'bC' b'uilt after all, re'moving San 
Francisco bay’s last automobile 
ferry line when It 'is co'mpleted. 
THE GOLDEN GATE BRIDGE 
was in the news throughout the 
year. There was talk of a new 
scaffolding for painters and a 
suicide fence to keep people froft 
jumping, and—thanks to a series 
of articles by this newspaper’s 
Judy Stone—there was talk about 
the 'plush driectors* s'ui'te In Sa'n 
Francisco and the use of Cadillacs 
for other than strictly official 
business.

tory as the year of the three-hour 
closing. When the wind whipped 
the span and the vehicles crossing 
it during a heavy storm, Toll Sgt. 
Everett Jennings of Sau,salito or­ 
dered the bridge closed to all traf­ 
fic—for the only time in the 14, 
year-old span’s history, except for 
blackouts in World War II. 
Motorists sat in long lines of 
cars on either side, some recalling 
the similarity with the years of 
the auto ferries. The same storm 
caused the Richmond-San Rafael 
ferry to halt c^erations briefly. 
This storm, itself one of the 
top items of 1951, brought tor­ 
rents of water down upon Marin 
and flooded low-lying areas with 
up to several feet of water. San

The main story was about the building—and the need for 
it. Virtually every district in the county either built some build­ 
ings in 1951, or planned to In the near future.

*And It cAme to pass a long time 
After that the Lord had given re&t 
unto Israel from all their enemies 
round about, that Joshua waxed 
old and stricken in age.** 
Joshua had been a great warrior 
and spiritual leader. His faith in 
Qod made him not only a brilliant 
military strategist, but a man who 
feared nothing. His private life 
was upright, and he had the gift 
of winning the love, respect and 
veneration of his followers. 
i He was unselfish, too, and when 
his task of conquest was done, he 
did not set up a dictatorship, but 
shared the laliors of the new state 
with others. When the lands were 
divided among the 12 tribes, in> 
stead of taking the best for him­ 
self, he took lor his possession a 
place that was considered rugged 
and unfruitful. 
He knew his people, moreover, 
how easily they were swayed by 
their emotions, and how fickle 
they could be. They were, more­ 
over, surrounded by people who 
were immoral and worshipers of 
strange gods and Idols. 
WE ALL KNOW how easy It is 
to make high resolutions, but how 
difficult to have the persistence to 
carry them out. J<^hua feared for 
his people after he was gone from 
them, so ho summoned them all 
beiore him—their elders, **and for 
thcdr heads, and for their fudges,

pleuded with them to be faithful

continue to prosper. 
He reminded them off GKkI’s 
poodness to them in the past, and 
fraraod that Iff they turned from 
and did as the people around 
were doing, God would sure- 
Ip punish them. He cautioned them 
igainst giving way to idolatry, told 
liMm they should not marry with 
ttMse heathen people, but **cleave 
I cmto the Lord thy God.** and obey 
■ Mw laws off Moses, 
f “When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God, 
which He commanded you. and 
have gone and served other gods, 
and bowed yourselves to them; 
Ihen shall the anger of the Lord 
Im kindled against 3rou, and ye 
shall 'perlsh quickly from, off the 
good land which He hath given 
onto you." 
1 WK .ALL KN'OW how 'they :dld. 
break their covenant with God in 
th ^ later history, and lost their 
hMid, bit by bit, and were carried 
lato exile. 


JOSHUA GATHERED the tribes 
together at Shecliem and remind­ 
ed them how Jehovah had taken 
Abraham out of the land of Terah, 
his father, and shown Canaan to 
him.; how He had. been with .Abra­ 
ham’s son, Isaac, and with Jacob; 
had sent Moses to lead them out 
of Egypt. 
He spoke of their deliverance 
from the pursuing Egyptian army 
when He P'Ut dax'kness betwec'n It 
and them and drowned the pur­ 
suers in the waters of the Red 
Sea. Then he s.,poke of th.e.ir con­ 
quests in the land of Canaan, not 
by themselves, but because He gave 
them. t.he victory and rem.ln'ded 
them that they still had not con­ 
quered all the land that He had 
promised them, but would through 
God’s help.

NE'W 'YO'R'K (/P) — W hat ne'W 
light has modem investigation and 
study shed on the Bible? 
:For sC'V'C'n years, 146: lca.din,'g 
Protestant theologians and minis­ 
ters in this country and aboard 
.have 'bec'n C0'.mp:llin.g da'ta to' 
answer this question. 
They have issued the first of a 
12'-voluin.e series detail.ing the ac­ 
cumulated information. 
E n t i t l e d “The Interpreter’s 
Bible," It seeks to tell all that 
mankind has discovered about the 
scriptures from ancient times to 
the present. 
About 11,060,000 has been poured 
into the Job of research and as­ 
sembling material. 
'With encyclope'dlc detail, the 
discoveries of archeological exca­ 
vations. new-found manuscripts 
an.d historical and. 'g'eograp''hical 
research are presented concerning 
each Bible verse. 
S'uch questions as these .are 
answered: Who wrote this book of 
the Bible? When was it written? 
Where? Under what conditiO'ns 
and in the midst of what circum­ 
stances? 
Dr., 'George A. .B.ut'trick, pastor 
of New York City’s Madison Ave­ 
nue church, heads the staff of 
theologians and preachers of more 
than a score of denominations who 
have worked on the project. 
In the series, both King James 
and revised standard translators 
of each verse are shown in ad­ 
joining columns. Below this appear 
brief exegeses (explanations) tell­ 
ing what has been learned itoout 
each verse. 
For example, when Jesus began 
teaching in the synagogues, the 
accompanying exegeses tells how 
s'Uch activity :tn those' days W':as 
open to any laymen competent to 
carry it on. 
Or, w'.he'n. K'ing HC'rod 'Ordered 
all children under two slain in an 
attempt to get rid of the infant 
Chr.ist, the 
ex.egeS'.ls. 'd.'escribes. 
Herod’s policy of murdering po­ 
litical foes. 
Here .is a fuller sam.ple—c'hosen. 
at random—from one page: 
“Mark 6:35—He answered and 
said unto them, give ye them to 
eat. And they say unto him, shall 
we go and buy two hundred 
pennyworth of bread, and give 
'them'"to 'eat?*' 
“Exegesis—. . . two h u n d r e d 
denarii (pennyworth», with pur- 
chas'lng po'wer in the first centu'ry 
of about four times as much, or 
$160. The sum was an impossible 
'0''nc for the 'diS'Ciplcs.'’* 
The exegeses also point up new 
evidence concerning meanings and 
d.'erivat:lons 'Of 'W'Ords :in the 'Origin­ 
al and Greek biblical manuscripts. 
Precedents and inter-relation of 
ideas appearing at var.ious 'poin.ts 
in the Bible are noted. For in­ 
stance, it is brought out that the 
golden rule had simllarlj-phrased 
antecedents. 
In addition to the exegeses, ex­ 
panded commentaries accompany 
each section of the Bible, discuss­ 
ing various opinions, questions, 
controversies and theories that 
people, and at the age of 102 years 
'('the sa:me age, by tlie way. .at 
which Joseph died), he passed 
away. They buried him in the bor­

MIAMI, Fla. (iP)—William Mark 
Bi'own, who founded 52 corpora­ 
tions and several banks, says his 
first rule of success is to belong 
to a church. 
But that doesn’t mean the 80- 
year-oM capitalist expected the 
Almighty to do his working or 
thinking for him. He says he at­ 
tended the Episcopal church in his 
home town of Springfield, Mass., 
“because my folks did. But making 
friends with the rector was my 
own idea.” 
That friendship paid off when 
the rector, transferred to Utica, 
N.Y., heard of an opening in a 
real estat-e and Insurance firm and 
got the job for Brown. 
That started Brown on his way 
to wealth. He left for Utica with­ 
out capital or influence. In ten 
years, he had learned enough 
about real estate, insurance, rail­ 
roading and banking to start sev­ 
eral corporations and four banks. 
'The 52 corporations he founded 
were mostly enterprises which 
helped the newly-founded city of 
Miami. 
His second, third and fourth 
success rules are closely related 
to the first: 
2—Be an opportunist. (He asked 
the rector to let him know if he 
heard of any opporiuniUes.) 
3—Never ask lor a job outright. 
Get a friend to^ recom'mend yo'u. 
He can tell of your good points 
without bragging; you can’t. 
4—Make friends. Friendship is 
more valuable than money. 
5—Don’t stop to think how you 
are going to do a thing if it is in 
line with your main goal. 
6—Don’t be afraid to change 
Jobs or localities il the new change 
lies in the direction of your main 
goal. (He went from his real estate 
and insurance job to a railroad job 
in Florida.) 
7—Never work lor anyone else 
if you cfm go into business for 
yourself. (With James Pritchard, 
he started his first bank in Titus-

ville, Fla., although neither had 
any capital. Ttiey agreed that “a 
bank Is not money ; a bank is con­ 
fidence.” Capital soon flowed in 
and they organized other banla 
in the state, including the firal 
one in Miami.) 
8—New transportation, whethet 
by rail, water, highway or air, exr> 
tends opportunity for the coura­ 
geous. (Brown invested freely to

10—Marry a partner who believea 
in you and won’t pull against ycMi 
when you take chances in chang­ 
ing jobs or going into busincai 
deals.

Plants Grow 
Without Soil In 
U. C. Experiment 
RIVERSIDE — Whatever the 
opinions of organic gardeners and 
angle worm fanciers, plants and 
even g-ood-sizC'd 'trees will grow 
indefinitely in water cultures and 
produce high-quality fruit, scien­ 
tists at the University of California 
citrus experiment station at River­ 
side have established. 
'Organic :m,att-er has -gi'eat value 
in preserving soil structure, in 
preventing leaching losses of soil 
nutrients, and in providing some 
insurance against nutritional de- 
iiclency in the soil, said Dr. H. D. 
Chapman, chairman of the di- 
vis-ion -of soils and 'pla'nt 'n'UtriUon 
and acting station director. 
But organic matter die empha- 
,sized., is not indispensa.ble. 
•’From our experience in water 
and sand cultures,” he said, *'we 
kno'w 'that most green pla'nts ca'n 
be grown in a medium devoid of 
organic matter. 
‘For example, we have 14-year- 
old orange trees which have been 
growing continuously in water 
cultures during their' entire life. 
‘These trees continue to pro­ 
duce good crops of fruit, are green 
and health, and the quality of the 
orange produced, as far as can be 
measured, is as good as the quality 
O'f oranges 'grO'Wn in soils.”

Greatest damage was felt in the 
area along San Rafael Bay. 
Railroad avenue, running east and 
north from San Quentin Wye was 
flooded late yesterday afternoon fol­ 
lowing the 6.8 foot tide. Homes 
along the road and in the section 
were evacuated when, in some cases, 
more than two feet of water covered 
the floors in the rooms. 
Another high tide, reported 
reach 6.4 feet, hit Marin 
after noon today.

“This is by far the most important 
concession the U.N. command has 
made,” he said. 
Rear Adm. R. E. Libby said the 
Communists “grudgingly” agreed to 
supply information on all U.N. and 
South Korean soldiers they have 
captured. In return, the U.N. Allies 
will give the Reds further data on 
the list of Red prisoners given the 
Communists Dec. 18. 
The Communists indicated Satur­ 
day that many of the 50,000 prison­ 
ers the U.N. says the Reds reported 
capturing but failed to list on their 
official prisoner roster were released 
at the front and their names were 
not recorded. Most of the 50,000 were 
South Koreans. 
Libby said the U.N. is not too 
hopeful the Reds will supply much 
additional information “but at least 
we got our foot in the door.” 
TALCULCULATED RISK*

Illegally Kept 
Game Found In 
Marin Lockers 


Game Warden A1 Giddings has 
custody of more than 150 ducks and 
several hundred pounds of venison 
today as the Marin district attor­ 
ney’s office begins investigation of 
several 
hunters who apparently 
kept the game illegally in their 
frozen food lockers. 
Deputy District Attorney W. O. 
Weissich today revealed that on 
Thursday Fish and Game Captain 
Lee Shea, Giddings and five other 
wardens raided locker plants 
throughout the county. 
They found the ducks and veni­ 
son in five lockers. In one there 
were 69 ducks and 84 pounds of un­ 
stamped venison. Another held 48 
ducks and the other three all held 
unstamped deer meat. 
Weissich said law permits posses­ 
sion of only six ducks at one time 
and requires that all deer meat 
must be stamped. 
“We intend to make a full investi­ 
gation of the case” the district at­ 
torney said, “and if the facts war­ 
rant we will prosecute all violators.” 
He said he has been requested by 
Giddings and Shea to issue war­ 
rants for the arrest of the hunters, 
but would delay the warrants until 
he has talked with them. 
Attorney for one man has already 
said he would like to talk to Weis­ 
sich and explain his side of the 
matter. Weissich said he would be 
glad to hear from the others.

Marin Figure Is $10,000,000 Worth Of 


Homes— Representing 6,000 New Residents 


Allies Face Freezing

8TH ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
(U.R)—United Nations troops battled 
in freezing weather for hours today 
in an attempt to regain an advanced 
position on the western front which 
1,000 Chinese Communist troops 
captured yesterday. 
The scene of the fight was the 
Korangpo sector.

There’s no doubt about it, people 
still want to live in Marin county 
And they are coming to Marin just 
as fast as homes can be built for 
them. 
This belief in the benefits of 
Marin as a place to work and live is 
demonstrated by home construction 
in the unincorporated areas of the 
county. . * 
In spite of financial credit con­ 
trols, shortage* of building materials 
due to the war, and occasional bad 
weather, 
home 
builders- started 
about $10,000,000 worth of homes 
during 1951. 
This figure represents 1,375 liv­ 
ing units, or homes for about 6,000 
new Marin residents. 
County Building Inspector Lester 
Ryan issued permits for a record 
$15,305,708 *n construction during 
1951. This includes both residential 
and commercial building and sets a 
record for the second straight year. 
Last year Ryan approved build­ 
ing construction totalling $12,125,923, 
a record to that time.

Harley O. Teet* was back at his 
desk at San Quentin today accept­ 
ing his appointment as Warden with 
a strong determination to continue 
the policies of his successor. 
His first remarks concerning the 
new position were, “We hope to 
continue to make progress as the 
prison did when Clinton Duffy 
served as warden. 
“There will absolutely be no 
changes in policies or staff. War­ 
den Duffy’s humane practices and 
procedures will be followed as they 
have in the past.” 
Teets was appointed Warden of 
San Quentin yesterday by Governor 
Warren. He succeeds Clinton Duffy 
who took oath also yesterday as a 
member of California Adult Author­ 
ity after 11 years as warden of the 
penal institution. 
The new warden left no doubt 
that he was pleased with the ap­ 
pointment and that he would be 
able to continue the program of re­ 
form and rehabilitation of inmates 
developed by Duffy during his 11 
year service as warden. 
“Tht prison made tremendous 
progress during the 11 years Duffy 
served as Warden,” the new ex­ 
ecutive office related, “and we 
humbly hope to make as much prog­ 
ress and be a credit to the state.” 
Teets tried to curb his elation over 
the new position but agreed that he 
was excited when he received word 
Thursday he had been placed on top 
of the list of eligible» for the Job. 
“I went lofte the race fov the Job 


with the idea of winning,” he said, 
“but I didn't accept the news mat- 
ter-of-factly.” 
After a quick trip to Sacramento 
where he was scheduled to meet 
State Director of Corrections Rich­ 
ard A. McGee, Teets was told by 
the official he would be recommend­ 
ed for the post as Warden. 


A short while later he was ushered 
into Governor Warren’s office who 
ended doubts about who would be 
appointed. 
“The Governor told me he was 
happy to appoint the man that 
heads the list of best qualified men,” 
Teets explained. 
Yesterday former-Warden Duffy 
also journeyed to the state capital 
and took the oath of office as a 


member of State Adult Authority. 
Immediately following the cere­ 
mony Teets was sworn in as Warden 
of San Quentin by Secretary of 
State Frank Jordan. 
The new official was certain he 
would go along with department 
chiefs now at the prison. “I feel we 
have very competent people head­ 
ing the departments and we plan 
to make complete use of their abili­ 
ties,” he said.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Supervisors Should Get 
Busy On Courthouse Plans 


la yesterday's pajier we set forth some ideas 
and suggestions ancnt the county's need for 
more courthouse office space and how a con­ 
struction program might be financed. 


Today let us take a look at some of the pit­ 
falls to be avoided. 


First, let's note for the record that the most 
recent addition to the courthouse — the con­ 
struction of a couple of wings and renovation 


of the then existing two buildings—produced 
sharp criticism from some quarters. In essence, 
the criticism was that the county didn't get 
enough additional office space for the money 
it spent. 


No good purpose would be served now by 
reviewing the pros and cons of this contention. 
But it is nevertheless most important that our 
county supervisors in any future addition make 
every effort possible to obtain the most office 
space possible, for the money spent. 
The principal pitfall to be avoided, in our 
humble estimation, is the inclination to per­ 
petuate the oldfasbioned design of the present 
courthouse. 
Instead of viewing future additions as mere 
extensions of the present buildings, then, the 
designers should, it seems to us, start from 
scratch to lay out a modern office building, 
designed to house those offices not now housed 
in the courthouse. To the layman it appears 
obvious that a four-story modern building 
could be erected, no taller than the present 
old-fashioned structure which contains only a 
basement and two principal floors. 
The structure could be built adjacent to the 
present building, either at Fifth and Court 
streets or at Fifth and A streets. And it could 
be joined by covered walkways, (both on the 
ground floor and at upper levels) with the old 
structure. 
It would, of course, have street entrances of 
its own. And we will not attempt to minimize 
the design problem of connecting upper floors 
of varying elevations. But this problem is not 
insurmountable. In fact, the whole idea is net 
new. It has been done, and proven satisfactory, 
in many instance* extending back over many 
years. 
Our own Hall of Records was constructed as 
a separate building and connected to the old 
courthouse by covered walkways—all of which 
disappeared with the addition of the new wrings 
a couple of yean ago. Only our Hall of Records 
perpetuated the old-fashioned high ceilings and 
oth'r costly features of the old courthouse. 
Tnere is, it seems to us, ample property at 
the present counhouse site, to tm ild all the 
office space Marin's county government will 
need in the foreseeable future. Some years ago 
in fact, the county footed the bill for prepara­ 
tion of plans for courthouse additions which 
would have been erected along Fourth street 
in front of the older buildings. The plans ap­ 
parently joined others — also paid for by the 
county — on the scrap heap for when an effort 
was made to retrieve them for study several 
years ago they could not be located. 
Since they still represent a taxpayers* invest-

znent, the supervisors would do well to try 
again to locate all previous, unused plans and 
see what, if any, use of them can be made 
now. At least they could be studied for some 
ideas on what can be done to alleviate the 
present intolerable situation. 


The need for more courthouse space has been 
facing our county supervisors ever since before 
the end of World War II. In the years since 
the end of the war they have sort of “nibbled 
around the edge” of the problem from time to 
time, but never have been able to devise a 
concrete plan of action for solving the whole 
problem and then set about the business of 
carrying out the plan. 


Let us hope that, along with a lot oi other 
“unfinished business” which has been dragging 
along for yean without solution, this courjhouse 
office space problem will be solved in 1952. 


This Is No Time For 
Political Luxuries 


A n u m b e r of the Hoover Commission's 
recommendations for cutting government costs 
and at the same time raising the level of 
bureaucratic efficiency have been adopted by 
Congress, though, generally, in a rather watered- 
down form. These, it is estimated, should result 
in a saving of $2,000,000,000 a year. 
How ever, the ma jor recommendations, which 
would cause a further saving of $5,500,000,000 
a year, are still stalled in various Congressional 
committees. And it is in the direct personal 
interest oi every American who has an income 
and pays a tax to see to it that Congress passes 
the necessary legislation when it convenes 
again. 


None of the Hoover proposals would in any 
way reduce government services. The great bulk 
of them would simply eliminate costly and 
totally useless duplication between bureaus. As 
an example, in one Veterans Administration 
unit, the Hoover Task Force found that there 
were 24 superv isors for 25 employees. A farmer 
wrote \he Department of Agriculture for ad­ 
vice on a farming problem—and received five 
different replies, each of which recommended 
different procedures! This sort of thing is 
rampant in the whole sprawling government 
structure, and the resulting waste is tremendous. 


After the Hoover recommendations—which 
are concerned only with the administration 
and organization of the govemraent-are passed, 
another big job remains to be done. That is to 
ruthlessly cut off every government activity and 
expenditure which is not directly and un- 
arguably necessary to internal and external 
strength and security. We can't afford political 
luxuries in this time of super taxes, super 
prices, and super deficits.

“Winston is going to have to 
pull some sort of rabbit out of 
his hat when he goes to Washing­ 
ton ” This remark, or something 
like it, is often heard in the inner 
Tory circle in London. 
To understand why Prime Mini­ 
ster Churchill so badly needs a 
rabbit ip his oddly shaped hat, 
it is only necessary to consider the 
circumstances in which he la mak­ 
ing this latest in a series of his­ 
toric journeys to the United States. 
His country is, of course, again 
in a desperate economic plight 
In cold statistical terms, thjy i* 
the most serious British economic 
crisis yet. 
The loss of gold and 
dollar reserves in the last four 
months of this year is likely to 
top the billion dollar mark. This 
amounts to a sort of economic 
hemorrhage. 
Somehow this out­ 
flow of the British economic life­ 
blood—the margin of safety on 
which the whole vast sterling area 
operates—must be stopped. 


Y E T CHURCHILL WILL ar­ 
rive in Washington well knowing 
that by now the recurrent British 
economic crises are a very old 
story in the United States. 
The 
wolf which has been gnawing at 
the B r i t i s h door, and which 
seemed about to gnaw through the 
door in 1947, 1949, and again now, 
has been a very real wolf indeed. 
But even when the wolf is per­ 
fectly real, the cry “wolf, wolf,* 
too often repeated, tends to lose 
its meaning. 
It has lost its meaning even in 
Britain, through too frequent re­ 
petition. 
The British, moreover, 
are a proud people, and when, in 
December, 1950, it was announced 
that Britain could dispense with 
further American economical aid. 
this had a profound and emotional 
Impact on the British. “We felt,* 
as one of them said recently, **aa 
though we could hold up our 
heads again.” For Churchill, new­ 
ly installed as British premier, 
to ask for another Urge infusion 
of American aid would be a tre­ 
mendously unpopular act in Bri­ 
tain, however clear the need. 


YET SOMEHOW CHURCHILL 
and Truman must find means to 
glue the situation together again. 
The main outlines of a temporary 
Sluing operation are already fair­ 
ly visible. On the American side, 
what is required is that Britain be 
given priority on dollar purchase 
of about 1 per cent of the total 
American steel production. 
Also 
required Is that somehow some­ 
thing like $500,000,000 should be 
found for the British out of al­ 
ready appropriated foreign 
aid 
funds. 
On the British tide, what is 
required is the old, tired, familiar 
program of Crippsian austerity— 
this has, Indeed, already started, 
" ith Chancellor of the Exchequer 
R. A. Butler's billion dollar cut in 
imports. 
In such ways, with a 
little luck in the terms of trade, 
the hemorrhage may be reduced 
to a less-than-fatal trickle, and 
the British sterling bloc should be 
able to bump along somehow for 
a time. 


TET THE FACT IS THAT this 
•ort of gluing operation, which 
has been repeated in one form or 
another for a long time now, is 
a way of preventing the patient 
from dying, without really dealing 
with the disease.

on a whole series of issues; and 
the sharp cutback in the British 
rearmament effort recently an­ 
nounced by Churchill.

For we might as well face 
it. 
The available evidence sug­ 
gests that the political bet made 
by Left-wing British leader Aneu- 
rin Bevan is a winning bet. Bevan 
is betting that simple economic 
pressures will sooner or later de­ 
stroy the Conservative interest in 
Britain by forcing a sharp fall 
in living standards; and that Bri­ 
tain^ will then go very far to the 
Left under a “Third Force” anti- 
American government. If this does 
happen, the whole structure of 
resistance to Soviet expansion, 
built with such infinite expendi­ 
ture of treasure and even blood, 
will begin to crumble. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME in his 
yearly trips to Britain, this re­ 
porter this year heard a number 
of responsible British and Ameri­ 
can officials talking thoughtfully, 
tentatively, b u t seriously about 
some entirely new approach to 
the whole Anglo-American rela­ 
tionship. 
There was even talk 
about some sort of real political 
and economic union between Bri­ 
tain, the Commonwealth countries, 
and the United States. 
This is an interesting vision — 
the vast sterling market opened 
to the United States, the vast 
American market opened to t h \ 
sterling countries, in a union of 
English-speaking people, more ap­ 
propriate in many ways than a 
union of diverse European coun­ 
tries, comprising an immense cen­ 
ter of power and stability^ No 
doubt this vision is wholly im­ 
practical, for all sorts of economic, 
political and emotional reasons. 
Yet surely it is time to think very 
seriously about ways in which 
the British economic disease Itself 
can be dealt with, if only in order 
that British power, the indispen­ 
sable asset of the United States 
in the world struggle, should cease 
to be a wasting asset. 


IT IS CERTAINLY TRUE that 
Winston 8. Churchill himself has 
thought long and hard about the 
inner nature of the relationship 
between the United States and 
the British Empire and Common­ 
wealth. 
And it is therefore Just 
possible that when Churchill comes 
to Washington the rabbit in his 
bat may have a rather startling 
shape.

— Some Price Cuts In Sight

NEW YORK — (fl*) — Price relief 
for the consumer appears on se­ 
veral fronts today — at the sama 
time that pressure increases to 
raise prices on others. 
As an example: the big mail 
order houses are issuing their new 
cataloges 
listing 
many 
sharp 
markdowns in prices — while the 
government decides the price of 
sugar is too low and take« step« 
to boost its price. 


AND THE STEEL COMPANIES 
clamor for higher prices on this 
basic industrial material, while 
the steelworkers debate tossing the 
entire wage-price hike dispute In­ 
to the government’s lap. 
The law of supply and demand is 
working in the case of steel and of 
the mail order houses. 
In the 
case of sugar it is an artificial 
decision by the government. 
Steel is in great demand, in 
spite of record production. 
And 
the 
steel 
companies 
doubtless 
would have little trouble, finding 
customers for their products even 
if the price goes higher. 
But 
such a price hike would in time 
work its way into many durable 
goods — with a steady pressure 
to keep the cost of living rising. 


The mail order houses are cut­ 
ting prices mostly on soft goods. 
And it’s no secret that they, like 
the rest of the nation’s merchants, 
have large supplies of soft goods 
on hand. 
A glance at the post- 
Christmas sales ads now appear­ 
ing in the newspapers will show 
that. Price reductions will be the 
order of the day during the com­ 
ing month. 


SEARS. ROEBUCK IS C U T ­ 
TING prices on more than 6,000 
items. Montgomery Ward says its 
new midwinter book will show 
sharp markdowns. Spiegel’s Spring 
and Summer book, to appear soon, 
will cut prices on more than 1,000 
items. 
Aldens is cutting prices 
on white goods. 


* Department stores in New York 
—where the Christmas trade wasn't 
as good as merchants had hoped 
—are advertising clearance sales 
with prices cut as much, as 70 
per cent on some items. 
Prices are also being reduced 
on shoes in some stores. 
In the 
mail order catalogues tire price 
cuts range as high as $2. Carpet 
prices are also being trimmed, 
Crosley announces it’s cutting 
prices on 11 of it’s television sets. 
Cuts range from $20 to $60.

Insurance Fleecing At 


Hamilton Is Denied 


A charge that Air Force officials 
have permitted servicemen to be 
“fleeced” by insurance agents whose 
companies are not allowed to op­ 
erate in many states was denied 
today by Col. James W. Andrew, 
commanding officer of Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
The charge was included in a let­ 
ter by Luke J. Kavanaugh, Colora­ 
do Insurance Commission«-, who 
asked congressional investigation of 
policies for allotment premiums sold 
cm Afr Force bases. 


Kavanaugh said precariously fi­ 
nanced unlicensed companies are 
operating in violation of state laws. 
The commissioner * letter was in 
response to a letter from Personal 
Affairs officer at Hamilton Air, 
Force Base who wrote to insurance ! 
commissioners in each state request- j 
ing a list of licensed and unlicensed! 
Insurance companies. 
“ 
We art attempting,** the 


officer wrote to Kavanaugh, “to 
compile a list of licensed companies 
so that we can give the personnel 
as much assistance as possible in 
this matt« (advice regarding oom- 
mercial insurance policies) and to 
protect them from the unlicensed 
agents ami insecure companies.. . 
In answering the charge Col. An­ 
drew explained the purpose of the 
letters to the insurance commis­ 
sioners was for no other reason than 
to compile a list of licensed and 
reputable insurance companies to 
aid personnel. He added: 
“ . . . The personal affairs officer 
at Hamilton has never made any 
formal complaint or charge against 
any agent or a firm conducting 
business with Hamilton Air Force 
Base personnel. 
“It has never been charged or 
indicated that unscrupulous and 
questionable practices by agents or 
firms had been widespread or a 
source of trouble at Hamilton. . . .** 


Gcs Truck Decision 


Delayed By G.G. Board 


Decision on whether large gaso­ 
line trucks or any gasoline trades 
can use Hie Golden Gate bridge was 
delayed yesterday until next meet­ 
ing of the board of directors on 
January 14. 
The matt« was set over two weeks 
when bridge attorney Florence Mc- 
Auliffe declared he would like a 
little more time to study the rights 
of the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco in regulating movement of 
gasoline trucks across the portion 
of the bridge in San Francisco, 
At the same time it was decided 
to invite San Francisco Fire Mart 
sha! Frank P. Kelley, Bay Bridge 
Chief Engineer Howard Woods and 
Marin County Fire Chief Charles 
Reilley to the January 14 meeting. 


Decision on the matter Is being 
form! by a statement of Marshal 
Kelly that he had the power and is 
banning use of the bridge by all 
gasoline trucks. 
McAuliffe told the board that his 
first impression is that San Fran­ 
cisco does have such power: that the 
police and fire code control any part 
of municipal government. Hç’d like 
a little more time before giving a 
final decision, he said. But he ‘‘tends 
to lean to the fire marshal’s opinion 
at this time.” 
Present rules of the Gate bridge 
require an inspection of any truck 
carrying gasoline or other explosive 
before it goes onto the bridge and 
a convoy of bridge vehicles accom­ 
panying it while it crosses the span.

estimated for the first quarter.

Breech's s t a t e m e n t reiterated 
charges of “discrimination” against 
the industry which other automo­ 
bile makers have voiced, and in­ 
formed sources said the industry 
generally probably would support 
his proposals.

Britain, Canada and the United 
States agreed on concentrating the 
heavy water research project in 
Canada. 
• The United States furnished some 
of its scientists, and also supplied 
the heavy water — an undisclosed 
amount, but Canadian scientists told 
me it was all that was available to 
the Allies at the time. 
But Dr. C. J. MacKenzie, scien­ 
tific head of Canada's project im­ 
plied that America's participation 
in the project was reduced after the 
war. 
“I think we are probably further 
advanced than if we had (full) co­ 
operation from the United States 
because we were thrown on our 
own,” he told me. 
He had been discussing what he 
termed “in essence . . . a one-way 
flow of traffic” on atomic infor­ 
mation from Canada to the United 
States following passage of the 
American Atomic Energy Control 
Act in 1946. It is since that time 
that the Canadian project has hit 
its greatest stride. 
MacKenzie, referring to the al­ 
ternatives presented* during the 
war, declared: 
“As it turned out, graphite did 
click, but the heavy wat« project 
bgs also clicked in many different 
ways, some of them spectacular.” 
He was referring in part to toe 
fact that in Canada’s reactor, ra­ 
dioactive isotopes for use in medi­ 
cine, agriculture and industrial ap­ 
plications, can be made “hotter and 
small«” than in any oth« reactor. 
That is, superior “hotness” can be 
produced in smaller quantities of 
material. 
Dr. W. Bennett Lewis, director 
of research at Canada’s Chalk Riv« 
atomic plant, said in anoth« inter­ 
view : 
“A lot of people had doubts about 
heavy water and everyone will now 
admit that not enough attention 
was paid to it.” 
He did not say whom he meant 
by those who had “doubts.” 
Canada’s first heavy water re­ 
actor—a purely experimental device 
of low power called the “ZEEP”— 
didn't go into operation until short­ 
ly after the Americans had perfect­ 
ed, and dropped, their first atomic 
bombs on Japan. 
The dominion’s second, and much 
larger, reactor—called “NRX” for 
“National Research Council Experi­ 
mental“—didn’t start operating un­ 
til 1947. 
i 
But Canadian scientists say that 
one aspect of the pay-off on their 
wartime side-bet is the finding that 
plutonium can be produced faster 
from a given amount of uranium in 
a heavy water reactor than in a 
graphite device. 
Canada’s present “NRX” can pro­ 
duce only “small quantities” of plu­ 
tonium. And in a larger reactor now 
under construction the Dominion 
does not plan large scale produc­ 
tion. 
Dr. Lewis told me he feels that 
the American decision to “take the 
plunge on graphite” during the war 
was the correct one. 
Byt he added that, in toe light of 
the Canadian experience with the 
heavy water type, toe United States 
“might have leaned a little bit too 
far in toe direction of graphite re­ 
actors.”

NEW YORK iff)—Americans spent 
more money for food in 1951 than 
ever before. And the food bill seems 
likely to push even higher in the 
coming year. 
Our total expenditure for food, in­ 
cluding meals eaten at home, in 
restaurants, hotels and hospitals, in 
the armed forces and on farms, is 
expected to add up to about $56 bil­ 
lion for the year just ending. That’s 
three and a half billion dollars more 
than in 1950. 
Virtually all of this Increase is 
believed to reflect higher prices 
rather than any notable boost in the 
amount of food consumed. 
Retail food prices had climbed to 
a record high near the close of the 
year. The latest government figures 
available show the overall price 
level across the country at the end 
of November was about 5.7 per cent 
above last January. 
Many important individual foods 
rose much more than that, of course. 
A few, like eggs, beef and pork, have 
eased just recently, but the declines 


have been outweighed by seasonal 
advances in other items like fresh 
fruits and vegetables, 
Economists of the Agriculture de­ 
partment don’t look for any big 
jump in food prices in the new year, 
barring unusually bad crop weather 
or other emergencies. But they do 
foresee a slight uptrend for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
Heavier spending for defense will 
mean more jobs, higher consumer 
incomes, more spending money. At 
the same time, because of sharper 
cutbacks in critical materials, there 
will be fewer durable goods like 
automobiles, 
refrigerators, 
appli­ 
ances. A lot of this extra money is 
expected to be channeled into food 
buying. Her capita consumption may 
rise as much as three per cent. 
In addition, the population is 
growing. And the armed forces are 
expected to need more food in 1952. 
Further, marketing costs are ex­ 
pected to go up some more as wages 
in the food industry edge higher.

Still Exists 


NEW YORK (AP)—The copper 
shortage existing today is the great­ 
est in all history, largely due to the 
’arge demand of our rearmament 
program, according to T. E. Velt- 
fort, manager of the copper and 
brass research association. 


“To alleviate the great shortage 
of copper and other nonferrous 
metals, the nonferrous scrap metals 
mobilization committee has been 
formed,” he said in a year-end 
statement. “Its function will be to 
cooperate with the national pro­ 
duction authority and other govern­ 
ment organizations and private in­ 
dustry to increase the flow of scrap. 
“Up to 40 per cent of the raw 
materials used by the brass mill 
industry consists of scrap. During 
1951 there was about as much new 
and old scrap used by the brass 
mills, wire mills and foundries and 
other fabricators as was mined in 
this country.”

An industry advisory 
committee recently asked the Offico 
of Price Stabilization to boost tha 
amount which grocers are allowed 
to add to the cost of goods In fig­ 
uring their selling prices. The mar­ 
gin hike they want could raise price 
ceilings on packaged groceries about

Supplies of food as a whole are 
expected to be bigger in the eoming 
year, but not enough to offset the 
anticipated larger demand. Federal 
forecasters say the situation should 
shape up something like this: 


Meat will be more plentiful espee- 
ially beef and veal. Consumption 
per person may exceed 144 pounds 
compared with 141 this year. The 
1952 crop of chickens, turkeys and 
eggs should top even 1951’s huge 
production. Milk output won’t go up 
much, and lively demand probably 
will result in slightly higher prices 
at retail. 


Fresh and frozen fish should be 
more abundant than the canned 
produce. 
Carry-overs of canned 
fruit may reduce processing in the 
coming year, leaving more fresh 
fruit for consumers. Less non-citrus 
fruit will be produced, and less 
grapefruit, but more oranges at 
lower prices. Banana Imports may 
be snYaller. Prices of most fresh 
vegetables should be lower than in 
1951 and supplies of canned and 
frozen vegetables will be adequate.

Does cooking bore you these 
days? Do you hate to face another 
day of meal planning? Well, one 
secret many women use to cut 
down kitchen work is this: they 
keep as many basic foods as pos­ 
sible ready-prepared in their re­ 
frigerators. Foods must be the 
type that keep well and readily 
adapt themselves to a variety of 
dishes. Here are a few ideas for a 
start. 
Boil a dozen or more eggs at a 
time to have handy for deviling, 
salads, garnishes, etc. Put black X 
mark on eggs to avoid confusion 
with raw ones. 
BAKE LARGE HAM, allowing 25 
minutes per pound at 350% This 
backlog 
in your 
icebox 
solves 
many an emergency meal prob­ 
lem, and baking requires little 
work.

But the chances are that by the 
middle of the new year, it will cost 
somewhat more than it did in 1951 
to set the family table. U.S. gov­ 
ernment agricultural economists 
say the trend to higher prices 
shows no sign of letting up. 
Starting with breakfast, there 
will be plenty of cereal food pro­ 
ducts around. But the cost of 
cereals at the grocery store pro­ 
bably will reflect 1951*s higher 
grain prices. 
There will be lots of milk to 
pour on your bowl of oatmeal or 
corn flakes, or to drink (even 
though fluid milk^ is expected to 
advance in price), but there will 
be less butter for your bread.

Sugar in your coffee? A record 
world output means that you'll 
probably have plenty to sweeten

taste of that high-priced 
beverage. 
Going on to lunch and dinner, 
it may cheer you to know that 
supplies of beef are showing an in­ 
crease. Better get out recipes for 
Swiss 
steaks, 
pot 
roasts, 
and 
stews, since much of the beef will 
be grass-fed and need long slow 
cooking. Look up some Italian 
recipes, too, because there’s an in­ 
crease in veal. And what better to 


do with veal cutlets or shanks than 
to cook Scalloplne a la Marasala 
or Ossi Buchi Milanese? 
You can also look forward to * 
jew more lamp chops—but not 
many, because lamp production Is 
not expected to rise far above the 
extremely low level at which Wb 
been.

Frostbite 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
News reports and movies of winter 
fighting in Korea have made most 
people familiar with the dangers of 
frostbite. 
It is less well known that every 
winter in this country numerous 
people are exposed to the cold long 
enough to suffer severe frostbite and 
to lose parts of limbs or even entire 
limbs. This happens not only in 
country areas, but even in the 
midst of crowded cities. 
Long Exposure 
The hands, arms, feet, legs, ears 
and nose are the parts usually ex­ 
posed to extreme cold. Long ex­ 
posure causes a contraction of the 
small blood vessels that supply these 
parts. There is also much spasm of 
these blood vessels, and the blood 
forms clots. In this way, frostbite 
can destroy the circulation of a leg 
or arm. The tissues in these parts 
may even die for lack of blood and 
become gangrenous, a condition that 
often makes it necessary to ampu­ 
tate a foot or arm. 
The two drugs that have recently 
helped frostbite belong to a group 
which prevent the blood from clot­ 
ting. They are known as anticoag­ 
ulants. 
Method Need 
The method of using them has 
been, first, to inject the heparin in­ 
to a vein. This decreases the clotting 
of blood as soon as possible. The 
next step is to give the dicumarol 
by mouth, in order to keep up the 
anticlotting effect for from 10 to 14 
days. The clotting level of the blood 
must be kept at about 10 to 30 per 
cent of normal. 
Tests have shown that In most 
cases the frostbitten limbs suffered 
little permanent damage if they 
received this t r e a t m e n t early 
enough. Where damage was un­ 
avoidable, the anticoagulants made 
it less severe than might have been 
expected. 
Antibiotic Drugs 
It must be kept in mind that, In 
addition 
to 
this 
treatment, 
the 
frozen limb should be allowed to 
thaw at normal room temperature. 
Antibiotic drugs, such as penicillin 
and streptomycin should also be 
given for a few days, until the 
temperature is normal. It is help­ 
ful to wrap the injured limb in a 
pressure bandage. 
Of course, this treatment can only 
be given by a physician, who will be 
constantly on the watch for any 
complications that c o u l d become 
dangerous due to reduced bl o o d 
clotting.

Writer Disturbed About Some 
Clergymen's Criticism Of Schools 
I’ve been traveling more than 
usual this fall, making speeches in 
some of the cities where this column 
appears.

I 
was struck by the way the schools 
in the cities visited are being criti­ 
cized for being “Godless.” Nearly 
every city has at least one clergy­ 
man who thinks his

wasted unless he mentions the fact 
that we don’t teach about the Bible 
In the public schools. 
What disturbs me is that the 
clergymen rarely go ahead and tell 
their congregations why the Bible 
is not taught. They imply and al­ 
most say it’s because teachers are 
heathen. Which is not so. 
They should say that in many 
cities the ministers are the ones 
who have pushed the Bible out of 
public education. These clergymen 
themselves, or their predecessors.

Gladiolus Pretty 
Garden Flowers 


Grown on a commercial basis 
in many parts of California tor 
cut flowers, gladiolus have an im­ 
portant place in the home garden, 
both from a standpoint of color 
in the garden and for cut flowers 
for home decoration. 
In most parts of California glad­ 
iolus can be planted from January 
on. By planting bulbs during in­ 
tervals of ten days to two weeks a 
succession of blooms can be ob­ 
tained rather than a lot of blooms 
at one time. 
THE 
GLADIOLUS ALLOW 
a 
wide range of choice in both color 
and type of bloom. Flowers are 
either the exhibition formal type, 
the large decorative or informal 
type, the medium decorative or 
informal type, and the small dec­ 
orative or informal type. 
For the most satisfactory blooms 
for the home garden only grades 
one or two should be planted. Gen­ 
erally the No. 1 grade is to be 
preferred as they will produce a 
fine flower spike the first year. 
However, in as much as many dif­ 
ferent size bulbs are offered, it 
should be pointed out that the 
smaller grades do not bloom the 
first year and often prove most 
disappointing to the home gar­ 
dener 


GENERAL RULE to follow i& 
planting is to plant the bulbs four 
times their own depth. In heavier 
soils bulbs can be set only 3-g 
inches deep, 
while in 
light «4,-1 
.sandy soil a depth of 4-6 inches hr 4 
most satisfactory. Bulbs are gen- ) 
erally planted 4-6 inches apartc 
It generally takes from 100-136 
days from the time the bulbs a*e 
planted until they bloom. It 1» 
well to keep this in mind so that 
you can decide just about when 
the bulbs will come into bloom 
after being planted.

moist soil in order to grow and 
flower well, but the soil should be 
well drained, and it should be kept , 
moist until the plants come into 
bloom. Frequent irrigation will be 
needed in most parts of California 
until the flowers are matured, and 
naturally will be more frequently 
needed in hot weather, especially 
as the plants are reaching ma­ 
turity.

PLANNING YOUR GARDBN 
Ginger Plays Important Part 
In Agriculture Of Nations 


By ALBERT WILSON 
For years Jamaica island in the 
Caribbean sea wasTalled “Land 
of Ginger” because from 
there 
came much of the famous product. 
Now West Africa produces more 
than any other country exceeding 
even India and China. But these 
are not the places of its origin. 
Botanists don’t know really where 
ginger originated. 
They 
suspect 
however, the tropical moist forests 
of southeastern Asia. 
MAN HAS HAD GINGER with 
him for aeons and has found many 
uses for this plant. He has always 
used it in medicine. Now he uses 
it in preserves, and cakes, and in 
the manufacture of ginger beer 
and ale. 
This plant has played an im­ 
portant part in the agricultural 
history of many nations. Fields 
have been given over to it espec­ 
ially in climates where rice grows. 
And now In California and Hawaii 
ginger plants are used to decorate 
gardens.

This year ginger is doing very 
well in California. It is only in 
rare years that most of us get our 
ginger to bloom. The reason for 
this is the plant has to grow furi­ 
ously for nine months before it 
can put out its flowers. And for 
those interested in the ginger com­ 
mercially it takes all this time 
before the rhizome 
(the fleshy 
root) is ready to harvest. Thus fall 
is upon us and often frost too be­ 
fore the buds can unfold their 
beautiful butterfly-like flowers. 
THE FLOWER OF GINGER is 
at the very top of a long spike. It 
rests as a crown decorated with 
flat petaled flowers from which 
come a spicy, delicious fragrance. 
Neither the bud nor the flower 
can take a breath of frost. Thus 
in 
some 
gardens 
ginger 
never 
blooms. This is true of both the 
cream-colored 
and 
the 
pearly 
white forms. 
You can succeed with ginger in 
your garden if you follow these 
simple directions: Select a warm 
place. It doesn’t have to have a 
million hours of blazing sun. In 
fact warm partial shade is appre­ 
ciated by the plant. Your clump 
will throw up more sturdy canes, 
the leaves will be broader, they 
viU be less despoiled by curling 
* res, the buds will fatten and 
the flowers unfurl better if the 
plant has been given a warm place 
and one which offers partial shade. 
THE ROOTS SHOULD BE dis­ 
turbed only when fully dormant. 
This is necessary only once in 
three years. You know the plant is 
dormant 
when 
the leaves turn 
brown and the leaf stalk falls off 
of the rhizome. When this hap­ 
pens you will discover a pinkish 
bud, an eye, which looks exactly 
like a tiny dunce cap riding the 
horizontal rhizome. It Is not wise 
to pull the stalk off, let it fall by 
its own demise. 
Several of these pinkish eyes will 
ride on the long fleshy rhizome. 
Dig up the rhizome, cut it into 
lengths of about one foot. 
Along the under surface of the 
rhizome come the true roots. They

are plump, shaped like a long thin 
carrot and are pure white. Along 
the side and on top of the rhizome 
come the larke pink eyes out of 
which shoot up the leaf stalks. 
Prepare the new spot well. Fluf/ 
up the soil, enrich it with plant 
food. 
Dairy 
fertilizer, 
chicken 
manure, or commercial plant foods 
are good. 
Set the rhizome about 18 inches 
away from its neighbor. Make a 
clump in your planting, a triangle 
arrangement is best. Let the eye 
be just Hush with ground level. 
Settle the roots with water. 
DURING THE GROWING sea­ 
son provide the rhizomes with 
plenty of water. 
Ginger 
wants 
warmth 
and 
water 
during 
the 
summer. 
With this attention your plant 
will think this is its long lost home 
in the moist tropical forest in 
southeastern Asia and will grow 
like blazes. 
You cun place ginger against a 
wall, near a fence, or even near a 
hedge, for it can take care of itself 
against any privet root. You can 
cluster a clump near a pool, or 
you may grow it in a large box or 
tub. 
In winter keep the soil on the 
dry side, especially for specimens 
in pots or containers. 
1 just looked at my ginger a few 
minutes ago. It has been growing 
there a dozen years. Every leaf 
was clean, every flower bud a per­ 
fect cone of folded sheathes and 
every petal a wax-like pearl. There 
wasn’t a bug in sight—well, to be 
honest I did notice a white fly or 
so hit the airways when I dis­ 
turbed the leaves and examined 
the plant. They had been hiding 
on the broad underside of some of 
the lower leaves. Why not consider 
a ginger plant for your garden?

THE CHIEF DIFFICULTY with 
growing ivy in the house is lack of 
water—on the soil and under and 
over the foliage. Most people water 
their ivy plants one day and then 
forget about them. When they re­ 
member it a week later the plant 
is dying but they do not recognize 
the symptoms. The leaves are still 
green so they water it, forget It 
for another week and so on.

“Science finds a way!” 
This is the slogan of a new com­ 
mittee organized by the Chicago 
Metropolitan Home Builders asso­ 
ciation for the purpose of collect­ 
ing inform ation on all types of 
new m aterials and methods. 
The committee was created out 
of the necessity for finding alter­ 
nate materials for such items as 
steel, copper and aluminum that 
are needed in the national defense 
program. 
* 
THESE NEW BUILDING prod­ 
ucts make more extensive use of 
such non-critical materials as ce­ 
ment, glass, clay products, gypsum, 
plastics, wood and plywood, and 
fibre products. 
Glass, tile and plastic can be 
substituted for many of the tradi­ 
tional metal bathroom accessories. 
In the past most drain pipes 
have been cast iron. Now these 
are at least three new types of 
drain pipe available—asbestos ce­ 
ment and two different types of 
wood fibre. 
Stainless steel edgings around 
kitchen s*nks can be plastic mold­ 
ings. Metal cabinets obviously can 
be replaced with wood cabinets, 
which In many instances make for 
better decorating schemes. 
INSTEAD OF CAST IRON, laun­ 
dry tubs can be burned clay or 
made of certain types of stone or 
vitreous china. 
Sheet metal ducts In the heating 
system can be substituted for by 
an asbestos cement material. This 
substitute also can be used for 
other parts of the heating system. 
Pre-cast concrete products are 
being relied on more and more as 
an alternate m aterial for various 
parts of the house. In the so-called 
pre-stressed concrete Items, small 
wire instead of heavy reinforcing 
bars are being used to reduce 
weight, as well as conserve steel. 
GLASS 
DOOR 
KNOBS 
were 
said to be popular substitutes for 
metal knobs, being in keeping with 
current style trends. 
Plastic screen cloth, developed 
during World W ar II, has earned 
its preference because of Its non- 
rust quality and its feature of 
regaining shape when subjected 
to abuse. 
Wood, instead of metal. Is prov­ 
ing popular as a substitute for 
louvres of roof ventilators. 
Treated fir and redwood are be­ 


ing used more and more for out» 
side wood gutters. 
In the electrical field, several 
companies now are in volume pro­ 
duction of porcelain outlet boxes 
as replacements for the metal out­ 
let boxes. There also Is a new line 
of plastic outlet boxes. 
INSTEAD OF METAL COVER­ 
ING for wires such as metal con­ 
duit, several manufacturers are 
producing a tough impregnated 
fabric covering th at is said to do 
an equally good job as metal for 
which it substitutes. 
Likewise, rubber insulation for­ 
merly used has been replaced by 
rubber substitutes that are rated 
as better than the critical natural 
rubber. 
Wood said th at numerous other 
products are on the market assur­ 
ing builders they will be able to 
m aintain volume production de­ 
spite the need of certain materials 
in the defense effort.

WASHINGTON D. C. — Til ere is 
no valid reason for holding up or 
putting o f t the building of vital 
needed s c h o o 1 s throughout the 
nation in 1952. John B. Veach, 
president of the National Lumber 
M anufacturers Association, W ash­ 
ington, D. C. declared today th at 
plenty of timber is available for 
both defense and civilian needs. 
He said that savings up to 30 t»er 
cent for roof construction alone 
are possible through the use of 
timber trusses, and that timber 
fabricators have adequate capacity 
to supply structural framing for 
schools and other buildings. 
AS A RESULT OF a recent 
national survey, over 1600 archi­ 
tects have reported that they are 
designing ali t y p e s of jobs in 
timber, and 225 reported they are 
designing wood frame schools now. 
A concurrent survey of timber fab­ 
ricators in ali sections of the coun­ 
try shows that the Industry, one 
one shift, has the capacity to pro­ 
vide the needs of over 400 million 
boa . feet of wooden roof truces 
per year.

IT W A S A Y E A R of airplane 
crashes, for at least six m ilitary 
personnel died in or near the 
county. Three civilians also died 
in aerial mishaps, one in the na­ 
tion’s second-worst crash of the 
year in the hills of the East Bay. 
W hat occurred in the first year 
of life of Daniel Louis Ryan, the 
number one infant of 1951, born 
just 15 minutes too late to be­ 
come an income tax deduction in 
1950 for M r. and Mrs. Leo Ryan 
of San Rafael’s Bret Harte dis­ 
trict?

EDUCATION MADE TOP HEADLINES 
IN MARIN THROUGHOUT THE YEAR 


Schools and education provided some of the top news of 1951. 


Sausalito school trustees, after some action-packed sessions, 
adopted many “reshuffle” reccomendations of educator J. Paul 
Leonard. And a teacher fired by the district was given back her 
job after a public hearing. . 


The main story was about the building—and the need for 
it. Virtually every district in the county either built some build­ 
ings in 1951, or planned to in the near future. 


Biggest projects completed during the year were San An- 
selmo's sparkling new S ir Francis Drake High school, part 
of the Tamalpais district, and two new buildings at College of 
Marin in Kentfield. 
Potentially one of the greatest steps forward was a decision 
to study the need for a junior high school or other changes 
within the Tamalpais Union High school district. 


bridge, 1951 w ill go down in his­ 
tory as the year of the three-hour 
closing. W hen the wind whipped 
the span and the vehicles crossing 
it during a heavy storm, Toll Sgt. 
Everett Jennings of Sausalito or­ 
dered the bridge closed to all traf­ 
fic—for the only time in the 14- 
year-old span’s history, except for 
blackouts in World W ar II.

Most spectacular sm ashes of the 
year took place on the maligned 
and to-be-realigned Waldo. In one 
a car plunged 140 feet off the 
pavement and down the hill. In 
the other a Sonoma m an died as 
his car flipped down the bank at 
the Sausalito lateral junction. 
W ORST FIRES» of the year were 
a $90,000 blaze which destroyed a 
San R afael automobile warehouse; 
the destruction of the Food Bank 
in the west end of Larkspur; the 
burning 
of San Quentin's jute 
mill; a blase in an Inverness m ar­ 
ket; a tent fire near Point Reyes 
Station which claimed the life of 
one person, member of a pioneer 
family in the area; and the death 
of a San Anselmo woman in her 
burning home. 
For the Independent-Journal, it

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FINE AND COMMERCIAL 
Marin's Graphic Artists 
To Give Art-1 n-Action Show

NEW YORK, <U.R>— Look for less 
and less wool carpeting. It’s being 
succeeded by all-rayon, rayon and 
wool blends, or cotton. 
Bigelow-Sanford, one of the na­ 
tion’s largest manufacturers, said 
that only 20 per cent of its spring, 
1952, line would be wool, compared 
with approximately 75 per cent one 
year ago. This year, 75 per cent 
of the line will be rayon and wool* 
rayon combinations; the other five 
per cent cotton. 
WHY THE SWITCH? 
“The carpet Industry too long 
has been shackled to the sheep.” 
He explained that the change* 
over to rayon meant lower prices, 
better style, and more variety in 
both weaves and colors. 
“Rayon,” Wise assured the home­ 
maker, “is as good as wool in 
every way . . . and better in some 
ways. 
“Rayon will soil more slowly 
than wool, wear off less quickly, or 
produce less fluff, and takes better 
to dyeing than wool because the 
synthetic fiber has none of the im­ 
purities of wool.” 
Bigelow-Sanford isn't quitting 
the wool business, however. As, J. 
F. Smith, a sales manager explain­ 
ed, “There are some textures and 
weaves which we think still can be 
made only of 100 per cent wool. 
Take the hard twist for example.” 


HARD TWIST is the industry’s 
terms for rugs woven with a tight, 
close-to-the-flood surface. 
Tills company is featuring greens 
and browns for spring, ranging 
from the lightest beige to the 
deepest brown. The green expec­ 
ted to the most popular is avocado, 
a soft greyed-green which will 
fit into mast any room c o l o r 
scheme. Grey, a spokesman said, 
is “sliding” in popularity, 
SOLID COLORS are ¡ tressed by 
Bigelow but often the carpeting 
is sculptured, or carved—with two 
heights of pile forming a scroll, 
leaf, or geometri# design. 
Another new carpet collection 
copies the poodle trend in clothes 
and haircuts. Kenmore, in a col­ 
lection representing 35 mills, .show­ 
ed the “poodle curl”—a rich look­ 
ing carpet with a high and low 
curved pile. 
SEVERAL RUGS in the Ken- 
more group have metallic threads 
glittering through the design. One 
is called lotus, and has a floral 
pattern. Another, called iridescent, 
is an overall geometric design. Still 
another, called spring, Is a stylized 
flower and leaf design, enclosed in 
embossed scallops flecked with the 
metallic threads. All are designed 
by Joseph Blumfleld, a California 
designer whose rugs are on per­ 
manent exhibit at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


Although the term “graphic art” 
is far from a household phrase, the 
thing it stands for is so common in 
every household that the public is

conscious of 
it. T h e 
winged messenger on the front of 
the phone book is put there by a 
graphic art process. The b a b y 
cards that announce a blessed 
event, the poster on a billboard, 
the label on a peach crate or a 
tomato can are all products of 
printed, or graphic arts.

plates, screens, presses and tools 
will be shown. 
The tools and processes will be 
demonstrated by artists skilled in 
their use. A visitor may have a 
chance to try making a monotype 
or cutting a linoleum block. Panel 
discussion between fine arts and 
commercial arts men and women 
will clarify some of the fine dis­ 
tinctions, if any, b e t w e e n the 
artists who works because he must 
eat, and the artist w h o works 
simply because he must, period. 
THE MARIN S O C I E T Y of 
Artists’ annual Graphic Show will 
open Sunday, January 6 at 1 p.m., 
continue on Sundays during the 
month from 1-5 p.m. 
Displayed w i l l be silk screen 
prints, lithographic and wood block 
illustrations of books, advertising 
art techniques, e t c h i n g s , mono­ 
types, and drawings for sculpture. 


Marin artists from both fine art 
and commercial art fields will be 
represented. 
Painters, 
sculptors, 
muralists, water colorists,

Among those showing will 
be Othello Michetti of Greenbrae, 
long associated with one of the 
biggest commercial lithographers 
in the west. Michetti will show a 
series of prints demonstrating the 
stages by which color is added in 
color lithography and ozachrome. 
Lucienne Bloch Dimitroff of Mill 
Valley will demonstrate wood en­ 
graving the opening afternoon of 
the show, using tools more than a 
hundred years old. Mrs, Dimitroff, 
who has published many illustrated 
children’! books, has won prises 
for her work at the Paris Exposi­ 
tion des Art Decoratifs and from 
the Detroit Art Institute. 
LATEST TECHNIQUES of com­ 
mercial lithography in advertising 
art will be displayed by John Giu­ 
liani of Mill Valley. He will also 
show sketches made for line cut 
and half tone reproduction. Giu­ 
liani, a member of the Society of 
Artists for ten years, is a well 
known water colorist as well as 
free lance artist for several San 
Francisco advertising firms.

THE GOLDEN 
TEXT 
People Promise- To 
Serve Faithfully 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
"And it came to pass a long time 
alter that the Lord had given re&t 
unto Israel from all their enemies 
found about» that Joshua waxed 
eld and stricken In age." 
Joshua had been a great warrior 
and spiritual leader. His iaith in 
God made him not only a brilliant 
military strategist, but a man who 
feared nothing. His private life 
was upright, and he had the gift 
of winning the love, respect and 
veneration of his followers. 
He was unselfish, too, and when 
his task of conquest was done, he 
did not set up a dictatorship, but 
•hared the labors of the new state 
with others. When the lands were 
divided among the 12 tribes, in­ 
stead of taking the best for him­ 
self, he took for his possession a 
place that was considered rugged 
and unfruitful. 
He knew his people, moreover, 
how easily they were swayed by 
their emotions, and how fickle 
they could be. They were, more­ 
over, surrounded by people who 
were immoral and worshipers of 
Strange gods and idols. 
WE ALL KNOW how easy It is 
to make high resolutions, but how 
difficult to have the persistence to 
carry them out. Joshua feared for 
his people after he was gone from 
them, so he summoned them all 
before him—their elders, “and for 
their heads, and for their judges, 
ad * for their officers," and he 
pleaded with them to be faithful 
to Jehovah so that they might 
continue to prosper. 
He reminded them of God's 
goodness to them in the past, and 
warned that if they turned from 
Kim and did as the people around 
Kmm were doing, God would sure­ 
ly punish them. He cautioned them 
against giving way to idolatry, told 
them they should not marry with 
these heathen people, but "cleave 
onto the Lord thy God," and obey 
Ike laws of Moses. 
"When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God, 
which He commanded you, and 
have gone and served other gods, 
Mid bowed yourselves to them; 
then shall the anger of the Lord 
be kindled against you, and ye 
ihall perish quickly from off the 
food land which He hath given 
into you." 
WE ALL KNOW how they did 
ireak their covenant with God in 
¡heir later history, and lost their 
hud, bit by bit, and were carried 
ttto exile. 


JOSHUA GATHERED the tribes 
together at Shechem and remind­ 
ed them how Jehovah had taken 
Abraham out of the land of Terah, 
his father, and shown Canaan to 
him: how He had been with Abra­ 
ham’s son, Isaac, and with Jacob; 
had sent Moses to lead them out 
of Egypt. 
He spoke of their deliverance 
from the pursuing Egyptian army 
when He put darkness between it 
and them and drowned the pur­ 
suers in the waters of the Red 
Sea. Then he spoke of their con­ 
quests in the land of Canaan, not 
by themselves, but because He gave 
them the victory and reminded 
them that they still had not con­ 
quered all the land that He had 
promised them, but would through 
God’s help. 
THEN JOSHUA ASKED them 
whom they intended to serve. 
“Now therefore fear the Lord, 
serve Him in sincerity and in 
truth: and put away the gods 
which your fathers served on the 
other side of the flood, and in 
Egypt; and serve ye the Lord." 
And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the Lord, choose you this 
day whom ye will serve; . . . but 
as for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord." 
"And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should 
forsake the Lord to serve other 
gods." 
“Ye cannot serve the Lord: for 
He is a holy God; He is a jealous 
God; He will not forgive your 
transgressions nor your sins... • / 
And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay. but we will serve the Lord." 
“So Joshua made a covenant 
with the people that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance 
in Shechem. 
"And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of the law of God, and 
took a great stone, and set it up 
there under an oak, that was by 
the sanctuary of the Lord. 
"And Joshua said unto all flie 
people, Behold this stone shall be 
a witness unto us; for it hath 
heard all the words of the Lord 
which He spake unto us: It shall 
be therefore a witness unto you, 
lest ye deny your God." 
THIS STONE, which, under the 
venerable oak which grew in that 
holy spot, was consecrated by 
many religious associations; it was 
not improbably the altar of Abra­ 
ham and Jacob.

Gives Insight 
To The Bible 
By GEORGE CORNELL 
NEW YORK m — What new 
light has modem investigation and 
study shed on the Bible? 
For seven years, 146 leading 
Protestant theologians and minis­ 
ters in this country and aboard 
have 
been 
compiling data 
to 
answer this question. 
They have issued the first of a 
12-volume series detailing the ac­ 
cumulated information. 
E n t i t l e d "The Interpreter’s 
Bible," it seeks to tell all that 
mankind has discovered about the 
scriptures from ancient times to 
the present. 
About $1,000,000 has been poured 
into the Job of research and as­ 
sembling material. 
With encyclopedic detail, the 
discoveries of archeological exca­ 
vations, new-found 
manuscripts 
and historical and geographical 
research are presented concerning 
each Bible verse. 
Such questions as these are 
answered: Who wrote this book of 
the Bible? When was it written? 
Where? Under what conditions 
and in the midst of what circum­ 
stances? 
Dr. George A. Buttrick, pastor 
of New York City’s Madison Ave­ 
nue church, heads the staff of 
theologians and preachers of more 
than a score of denominations who 
have worked on the project. 
In the series, both King James 
and revised standard translators 
of each verse are shown in ad­ 
joining columns. Below this appear 
brief exegeses (explanations) tell­ 
ing what has been learned about 
each verse. 
For example, when Jesus began 
teaching in the synagogues, the 
accompanying exegeses tells how 
such activity in those days was 
open to any laymen competent to 
carry it on. 
Or, when King Herod ordered 
ail children under two slain in an 
attempt to get rid of the infant 
Christ, 
the 
exegesis 
describes 
Herod’s policy of murdering po­ 
litical foes. 
Here is a fuller sample—chosen 
at random—from one page: 
"Mark 6:35—He answered and 
said unto them, give ye them to 
eat. And they, say unto him, shall 
we go and buy two hundred 
pennyworth of bread, and give 
them to eat?” 
"Exegesis—. . . two h u n d r e d 
denarii (pennyworth), with pur­ 
chasing power in the first century 
of about four times as much, or 
$160. The sum was an impossible 
one for the disciples." 
The exegeses also point up new 
evidence concerning meanings and 
derivations of words in the origin­ 
al and Greek biblical manuscripts. 
Precedents and inter-relation of 
ideas appearing at various points 
in the Bible are noted. For in­ 
stance, it is brought out that the 
golden rule had similarly-phrased 
antecedents. 
In addition to the exegeses, ex­ 
panded commentaries accompany 
each section of the Bible, discuss­ 
ing various opinions, questions, 
controversies and theories that

Without Soil In 
U. C. Experiment 


RIVERSIDE — Whatever the 
opinions of organic gardeners and 
angle worm fanciers, plants and 
even good-sized trees will grow 
indefinitely in water cultures and 
produce high-quality fruit, scien­ 
tists at the University of California 
citrus experiment station at River­ 
side have established. 
Organic matter has great value 
in preserving soil structure, in 
preventing leaching losses of soil 
nutrients, and in providing some 
insurance against nutritional de­ 
ficiency in the soil, said Dr. H. D. 
Chapman, chairman of the di­ 
vision of soils and plant nutrition 
and acting station director. 
But organic matter ,he empha­ 
sized, is not indispensable. 
**From our experience in water 
and sand cultures,” he said, "we 
know that most green plants can 
be grown in a medium devoid of 
organic matter. 
"For example, we have 14-year- 
old orange trees which have been 
growing 
continuously 
in 
water 
cultures during their entire life. 
"These trees continue to pro­ 
duce good crops of fruit, are green 
and health, and the quality of the 
orange produced, as far as can be 
measured, is as good as the quality 
of oranges grown in soils.”

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MacArthur Does It Again 
As Man O f The Year 1951 


IN HIGH GEAR 
Auto Industry Has 
G reat 1951 Record

Gen. Douglas MacArthur is the 
biggest news-maker oi 1951. 
Por the second successive year 
he has been voted Man of the 
Year by Associated Press news­ 
paper 
editors in 
a nationwide 
year end polL 
MacArthur had nearly double 
the vates of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, his nearest rival. 
Here are the selections of editors 
in special categories: 
Woman of the Year—Marguerite 
Higgins, F o r e i g n Affairs—John 
Poster Dulles, Science—Dr. Max 
Theiler, Business and Industry—» 
Charles E. Wilson, Labor—Philip 
Murray, Literature—Thor Heyer­ 
dahl, E n t e r t a i n m e n t—Mario 
Lanza, Sports—Leo Durocher. 
Por sheer drama, the MacArthur 
saga is without parallel in recent 
history. 
IN 1950, the general was first 
commander-in-chief of United Na­ 
tions forces, supreme Allied com­ 
mander for occupied Japan, and 
head of American armed forces in 
the Fur East. Now MacArthur is 
still a five-star general but he has 
been stripped of all command. 
, 
Mac Arthur’s firing by President 
Truman last April 11 was a shock 
to many Americans. A profession­ 
al fighting man for 52 years, Mac­ 
Arthur came home to fight for his 
strategy on how to win the Korean 
war. 
His 
“old soldiers 
never 
die’* 
speech before Congress and his 
testimony before a Senate com­ 
mittee of inquiry brought about 
what has been called the Great 
Debate on A m e r i c a n foreign 
policy in the Par East. Arrayed 
against him were the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson. Republicans gen­ 
erally massed to support Mac­ 
Arthur. 
Friends insist MacArthur’s name 
will be entered in state primaries 
as a Republican candidate for 
president next year. But these 
friends still have to convince the 
general. On that »core, MacAr­ 
thur said: 
“I have no political aspirations 
whatsoever. I do not intend to run 
for any political office and I hope 
that my name wilt never be used 
in a political way. The only poli­ 


tics I have Is contained in a simple 
little phrase known well by all of 
you—God bless America.” 
JOHN FOSTER DULLES was 
cited as top man in foreign affairs 
over 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dean 
Acheson and Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh of Iran. 
Dulles, a Republican, has been 
asked by three Democratic Presi­ 
dents to help formulate and carry 
out the nation’s foreign policy. In 
1917, Woodrow Wilson asked him 
to negotiate with Central Ameri­ 
can countries over protection of 
the Panama Canal. In 1945 Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt tapped him as ad­ 
viser to the U.S. delegation at the 
charter conference of the United 
Nations in San Francisco. Presi­ 
dent Truman asked him to take 
charge 
of 
drafting 
the 
peace 
treaty for Japan. 
As principal architect of that 
treaty, Dulles gained new fame 
last year. The treaty has been 
called a “pact of reconciliation— 
not of vengeance.” 
IN SCIENCE, Dr. Max Theiler 
won out over Dr. Glenn T. Sea- 
borg and Dr. Edward M. McMillan. 
All are 1951 Nobel prize winners. 
Dr. Theiler and members of his 
Rockefeller Foundation staff de­ 
veloped a vaccine for yellow fever. 
Dr. Seaborg and Dr. McMillan, 
University of California chemists 
did atomic research. 
The Theiler project was fraught 
with danger. Six co-workers died 
and Theiler himself was stricken 
with yellow fever. They developed 
a new form of the yellow fever 
virus after transferring it through 
200 generations of chickens in a 
controlled series of experiments. 
This new virus produced a mild 
form of the disease which pro­ 
vided immunity to virulent yellow 
fever, it saved many lives of 
soldiers in World War IT. 
MOBILIZLR CHARLES E. WIL­ 
SON was runaway leader lor man 
oi the year in business and in­ 
dustry. A year ago he was presi­ 
dent of General Electric. He gave 
up that post in private industry to 
mobilize 
the nation's Industrial 
strength for the gigantic defense 
effort. 
PHILIP MURRAY is a three­ 
time winner of the annual Man of 
Labor title. He also was cited in 
194» and 1949. 


Born in Scotland, he began work 
at 10 years for about 30 cents a 
day. He came to this country and 
began union activity under John 
L. Lewis 
in the United Mine 
Workers. 
Murray 
helped 
Lewis 
create the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations and became presi­ 
dent of the Steel Workers Union. 
When Lewis withdrew from the 
CIO, Murray became its head as 
well. 
Murray’s efforts in 1951 have 
been 
important but 
not spec­ 
tacular. He has directed a cam­ 
paign to tie in worker welfare with 
national economy so that wage 
earners can roll with the punch of 
climbing inflation. 


THOR H E Y E R D A H L , who 
crossed the Pacific on a raft, 
walked off with literary honors. 
His exciting account of that voy­ 
age, “Kon Tiki”, proved a non­ 
fiction best seller and beat out a 
sensational 
first 
novel, 
“Front 
Here To Eternity,” by James Jones. 
Conrad Richter, Nobel prize win­ 
ning novelist was third. 


IN ENTERTAINMENT, the big 
voice won out. That means Mario 
Lanza.

LEO DUROCHER managed the 
New York Giants to a ’’Cinderella” 
victory for the National League 
pennant.

necessary on new cars in all states. 
Foam rubber won wider use. Ex­ 
tra low pressure tires won almost 
universal use. 
STYLE—Top style sensation of 
1951 was the hardtop •’convertible.’* 
Terrific emphasis may be ex­ 
pected on 1952’s No. 1 Problem - 
motoring safety—now that the na­ 
tion has scored its millionth traf­ 
fic death. 
And for drivers too careless of 
their own lives and those of others
